DAUNTLESS AT WORK AGAIN. 


Plucky Little Filibuster Is Carrying 
Arms to Cuba. 

Savannah, Ga., October 22.—Advices re- 
ceived tonight from Florida to The Morn- 
ing News, say: 

“The mystery of the expedition which left 
New York last week on the schooner Sil- 
ver Heel has been cleared up by a teéle- 
gram received there today by the Cu»ans. 
The schooner arrived in the Florida keys 
Wednesday and was met by the tug Daunt- 
less, which. left thi port (Savannah) sev- 
eral days ago. 

“Dr. Juan Castillo is said to be in charge 
of the expedition and went to Cuba on the 
Dauntless, which started from the Keys 
last Tuesday. night. 

“On board the sehooner was gufficient 
arms and ammunition for five trips of the 
Dauntless. Captain Charles Silva, of the 
Three Friends, is acting as coast captain. 
It is also reported that Castillo and Silva, 
with a picked crew, will attempt to seize 
and man a Spanish warship as soon as 
possible, and then defend the first Spanish 
port taken.” 


TORTURED A NEWSPAPER MAN.

dence of the grand llama, he actually got 
within: four days’ march of the city.

How Frank Fowler Sped Through the 
Country from Cincinnati to Mobile. 
Cincinnati, Gctober 22.—(Special.)—Frank 

Fowler, the well-known turfman, received

that his sister and niece were dying of 

yellow fever. He immediately made ar- 
rangements to take the regular train go- 
ing south, but missed it. He then char- 
tered a special train, paying therefor $880, 
and left Cincinnati shortly after thegfeg- 
ular ¢ pulled out. The special was 
given ¢ right of way and reached Mo- 
bile this afternooh. Seven engines were 
used as relays and all running records of 
locomotives were broken.

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CLEVELAND SPEAKS 
AT PRINCETON 


Two Thousand People Hear the Ex- 
President Talk, 


SELF-MADE MEN HIS THEME 


ee ee ee eee oe 


He Dealt with Philosophical Rather 
Than Practical Side of Life. 


GOVERNOR GENERAL OF CANADA SPEAKS 


The Speech Was Notable for Its Heavy 
Didactic Sentences Which Mark- 
ed His Papers. 


Princeton, N. J., October 22.—The first 
annual exercises in commemoration of 
the day when a charler was granted to 
the college of New Jersey were held this 
afternoon in Alexander hall. 

Two thousand people were present and 
the occasion was made one of signal impor- 
tance by the addresses of Grover Cleveland, 
ex-President of the United States, and Lord 
Aberdeen, governor general of Canada. 

One hundred and fifty years ago the prov- 
ince of New Jersey granted the college, 
Which alterwards assumed its name, 4 
charter suthorizing the beginning of th 
institution of learning which becaine 
Princeton university lust October and the 
exercises were for the two-fold purpose of 
celebrating the origin of the college of New 
Jersey and its evolution into Princeton uni- 
versity. 

‘The speech which Cleveland delivered was 
notable chiefly for the heavy, didatic sen- 
tences which marked his public documents 
and the eflort to deai with the philosophical 
rather than with the practical side of life. 

Declining to lead his hearers into what 
he declared the untrodden fields of thought, 
he was of the opinion that time might 
be spent in renewing acqua.ntances with 
some old truths, whereupon he began to 
talk about the self-made man, ‘the nature 
of whose existence is so exaggerated that 
he appears much larger in every way than 
Other men. Mr. Cleveland made the point 
that success alone was not the measure 
by which men were to be considered. His 
utmost respect went to those who proved 
themselves great through adverse circum- 
stances, but he combatted the idea that the 
difficulties which they overcome were essen- 
tial to their success. 

“The churlish curmudgeon,” said he 
“who by sharp practices and avaricious 
dealing has amassed a fortune, should not 
be permitted to cajole us by boasting of his 
early privations.’” The merit of the suc- 
cessful man must be judged by the kind of 
success he has had and its effect upon his 
character. From this Mr. Cleveland pro- 
ceeded to consider men who had fitted 
themselves to benefit and improve condi- 
tions. From al] this he naturally entered 
into a disquisition upon the grist which 
comes out of our schools and colleges and 
held that it was necessary for those of 
the highest education to undertake the 
endeavor which would make them self-made 
men, 


Self-Made Men Needed. 

‘““‘We need,” said he, “educated, self-made 
mem everywhere.’’ Then coming to the 
purpose for which he wanted this class,’ he 
said: ‘In a country like ours, where the 
people are its rulers, it is exceedingly un- 
fortunate that there should be so many 
blind followers of the lying partisan and 
the flattering demagogue.’”’ To render mass 
free from the influence of the demagogue 
education ‘s necessary. ‘“‘We have seen the 
scholar,’’ said he, ‘in publie life, teaching 
tricksters tricks, and with the mask of 
education upon his face, leading the way 
to the lowest depth of partisan deceit and 
intrigue.’’ He then pa‘nted a picture of 
the revolution in France, when all the ery 
was for the education of man and his 
morals were forgotten. In another place 
he expressed the opinion that ‘‘there should 
be no cause for depression in recalling 
the fact that success w:l] not always bring 
to our self-made man either riches’ or 
fame.”’ 

The ex-president painted other joys which 
come to the men of education besides those 
of money in which the virtues are deveiop- 
ed, the mind is enlarged and humaul.y 
grows up ciose to divin.ty.”’ 

Coming down toward the close, Mr. Cleve- 
land said; 

“I will not close without a more spec fic 
reference to one particular condition of 
American lite, wnica sadly needs the active 
ana persistent interposition of our well 
constructed and weii preserved self-made 
man, kvidence is conseantuy accumulating 
that at no po.nt can he ao -more vitauy 
usetul work tnan in the field of politics. 
Tne fact that this word signifying tne 
science of government and the administra- 
tion of public affairs is associated in the 
common mind with sharp manipulation and 
smooth deceit, plainiy snows how badly it 
has been ‘soiled with ignoble use,’ while 
the contempt w.th whicn self seeking can- 
didacy and party subserviency, even in a 
canvass now pending, speaks of disinterest- 
ed citizens who are organized to secure 
good government; as ‘a modern school of 
doctrinaires’ tnd as a ‘college professors,’ 
stratlingly illustrates how confidently ar- 
rogant partisanship dares to inSult thought- 
ful and intelligent citizenship. Since our 
hope of the perpetual endurance of gur gov- 
ernment as the source of priceless benefit 
to the American people and as proof of 
man’s right and fitness to govern himself, 
must rest upon the pegple’s intelligence 
and patriotism, these stbuld be carefully 
protected against malign agencies which 
continually attempt to undermine them and 
should be constantly supporter and re-en- 
forced by the thoughtful, educated men of 
the land. Already a dangerous advantage 
has been gained by the forces of reckless- 
ness and selfishness, largely through the 
ind fferenue of those who should have chal- 
lenged their first advance, and now when 
partisanship, without giving reasons, as- 
sumes to lead, and hosts without reason 
seem willing to follow, and when party 
organization which should be the servant 
of intelligence and patriotism claims itself 
their master and attempts to bind them 
hand and foot, the time has surely come 
when all the intelligence and education 
of our land should hear a call to duty. To 
say nothing of actual danger to our inst:tu- 
tions, all must see that we cannot gain their 
most beneficent results if the best intelll- 
gence and the most disinterested patriotism 
among our people either refuse to enter 
the field of politics or allow themselves to 
be driven from it. I am not condemning 
party allegiance founded on reason and 
judgment. Party men we may all well 
be, but only with the reservation that 
thoughtful and patriot‘c citizens we must 
be. In our public life we may be sure that 
as a general rule our servants and agents 
will be no better than the people who cre- 
ate them. They may be infinitely worse 
through the peopie’s megiect or betrayal. 
Therefore no true American should be will- 
ing to endanger the interests involved in 
his citizensh py nor the pride which every 
good man has in the maintenance before 
the world of the high character of his 
government by inaction or a careless indi- 
eation of choice for those to be intrusted 
with national affairs. If the popular wll 
in this regard should be voiced by the intel- 
ligence and patriotism of our countrymen 
anda if they should be alert and exacting 
in the enforcement of their will, the dan- 
ger of misgovernment and of a misrepre- 
eentat’on of our national character would 
pass away. A just people willing to con- 
cade equa rights and pripileges to every 
citizen would enforce justice in their gov- 
ernment: a frugal and economical people 
would command frugality and econom

ROBBERY PRECEDED MURDER 


Man and Wife Arrested Suspected of 
the Crime. 


YELLOW FEVER RELEGATED TO THE REAR 


Mr. and Mrs. J. L. Parkhurst Wers 
the Two Unfortunates Put 
to Death. 


Tsiloxi, Miss., October 22.—Interest in the 
progress of th fever in Biloxi was swallow- 
ed up in the conte nplation and excitement 
of a most horrible murder and arson, com- 
mitted upon a most estimable couple of 
elderly people living out on Back Bay, about 
three or fcur miles from this city. 

Word was brought to this city about 4 
celock this morning that the Parkhurst 
oroperty had been burned and that Mr. J. 
L. Parkhurst and his wife had been con- 
sumed in the flames. A man named Gibson, 
his wife and one Volkes are under arrest, 
and an inquest has been in session all day 
behind closed doors. 

The remains were brought to this city this 
morning and carried to the residence of Dr. 
J. A. Aldrich, a brother-in-law of Mr. Park- 
hurst, where hundreds have gone to view 
them. The autopsy held today showed that 
the aged couple had en murdered, and 
evidence showed that they had been killed 
before they retired last night. Rumors 
and threats of lynching*are rife.

GOVERNMENT HAS A HOODOO. 


Tries To Rush a Cargo of Lumber and 
Wrecks Two Ships.

She took the place of 
the brig Robert Dillon, which went ashore 
while being towed py the government tug 
Nina. The Dillon took the place of the 
storm-tossed schooner John Paul, which 
was damaged and blown down the Florida 
coast. A veritable hoodoo seems to hover 
over the spectal cargo of lumber. Extraor- 
dinary efforts have been made to rush it 
to the navy yard, yet every vessel connect- 
ed with it so far has met with disaster. 
Yesterday the lumber gangs loading the 
Look struck because they were wanted to 
work at n‘ght, and this refusal has delayed 
the Look two days’ sailing. Now that 
Secretary Long has ordered the Nashville 
t> take the tow, another delay will be caus- 
ed until she arrives from Fortress Monroe 
Tuesday next. The Nina returns to New 
York tomorrow. 

The shipping fraternity is watching for 
further developments in the ill-fated cargo 
with interest. The government survey 
steamer Bache is expected to be ordered to 
the Brunswick bar for duty within ten 
days. The board will report on the Good- 
year dynamite work on the bar.

Only a very smal: paftt of Aiabama is 
governed by municipal regulations. The 
cities can quarantine and prvteet thou- 
sands, but the smal! communitiés and the 
country districts couli be overrun with 
refugees if the governot would pe:mit the 
trains to stop wherever passengers wanted 
them to. 

The fact that a case of yellow fever has 
developed at Notasutga, forty miles north- 
east of here, and the twWo others reported 
at Robinson Springs, teh miles north, both 
small communities where competent medica! 
attendants and nurses are not available, 
all of the three patients being refugees from 
this city, tends to show the wisdom of the 
governor’s position. These places are in 
easy driving distance of Montgomery and 
the patients likely went there in road ve- 
hicles. 

The Notasulga patient is George W. As- 
berry, who lives at 414 North Martha street, 
in the infected district in this city, He isa 
Louisville and Nashville track foreman. 
Health Officer Sanders, who visited this cave 
last night, pronounced it undoubtedly yel- 
low fever. 

Pleasant McAdam, who died last night, 
was only eighteen years old. His father was 
formerly superintendent of the ice company 
here and is now superintendent of one at 
Petersburg, Va. He and his mother, sister 
and brother started last Saturday to leave 
here for Virginia, but the youth had a chili 
just as they were preparing to leave the 
house and died last night of yellow fever. 

All street cars stop running here at 6 
o’clock now. The telegraph messengers nor 
any one else excepting residents, policemen 
and physicians are perimtted to enter the 
infected ward. 

F. M. Billing, president of Josiah Morris 
& Co.’s banking firm, has tendered the use 
of his spacious brick and stone residence, 
on Clayton street, in the center of the in- 
fected district, for the use of the ward as 
a house of detention for those who have 
been directly exposed. Dr. Gulteras has 
been at work diligently all day. He is a 
tiny, dapper little man with cinnamon 
colored whiskers all over his face, a bright 
steel-gray eye that shows Intelligence and 
determination, and he moves about in a bus- 
iness-like way. ; ; 

The daily meeting of the physicians was 
held at 6 o'clock this afternoon instead of 
at noon, in order that Dr. Guiteras’s report 
might be heard.

There is no excitement in Birmingham, 
and all trains are being closely watched 
in order that refugees from stricken cities 
may be kept out.

New Orleans, October 22.—The fever sit- 
uation here is as fickle as a weather 
vane, 

For two or three days the new cases 
and deaths will run to alarming figures. 
On following days both new cases and 
deaths will arop and the impression be 
given that high water mark has been 
reached, and that the disease is on the 
wane. Then there will be another jump. 

The situation yesterday Was eartremely 
ercouraging.

MGR. SHROEDER - 
WON'T RESIGN NOW 


His Letter te Bishop Hortsmann * Has 
Been Made Public. 


HE DENIES CHARGES MADE 


Says That He Had Determined To Quit 
at End of Scholastic Year. 


WILL NOT LEAVE UNIVERSITY AT PRESENT

Cardinal Steinhuber Writes from Rome 
on September 13th and the Let- 
ter Is Given Qut. 


Washington, October 22.—The official cor- 
respondence relating to the case of Mer. 
Schroeder, which has attracted such wide- 
spread attention, became available to- 
day. 

The letter of Mgr. Sbroeder, submitted 
to the board of directors of the Catholic 
university, is addressed to Bishop . Horst- 
mann, of Cleveland, who acted as attorney 
for the monsignor before the beard. It 
Was written shorily before the final meet- 
ing of the board,.is dated yesterday at 
Washingtoy, and is as follows: 


“To Right Reverend Bishop Ign F, 
Horstmann, Bishop of Cleveland. Right 
Keverend bishop: When I had a few days 
ago the hohner to meet you | took tue 
Opportunity to inform you that during my 
last stay in Germany I intended to send 
from there my resignation as professor of 
this university. As a matter of fact, the 
persistent hospitality to which l have 
been subjected for years past, not only 
Within the university but constantly also 
in the English newspapers, Catholic and 
secular, made such a resolution not only 
advisable but also necessary on account of 
my own health and peace of mind. I had 
been suffering from neuralgia in the most 
painful manner after the close of the last 
scholastic year and the physician declared 
it my earnest duty to avoid every mental] 
excitement. You also know that I did not 
send my resignation and that I came back 
to Washington on account of the letters 
of Cardinal Steinhuber, in which he ex- 
pressed his own and the will of the holy 
lather. 

“When I followed this order I was con- 
vinced that his holiness intended to ad- 
Vise me not to give up my position imme- 
d.ately. 1 therefore expressly told his 
eminence, the carninal of Cologne, as well 
as my relatives and friends, that the next 
scholastic year would be absolutely the 
last year that I would stay at the uni- 
versity. 

“When I arrived here on October 9th I 
Was not a little astonished to hear that 
some members of the board had determin- 
ed to demand my resignation. Before I 
had any chance to see you personally this 
intention of the board was proclaimed pub- 
licly in the newspapers. The apostolic del- 
egate about the same time communicated 
to me the dispatch he had received from 
Cardinal Rampolla. I repeated expressly 
to his excellency that under no cireym- 
stances would I or could I remain in Wash- 
ington beyond the scholastic year. I at the 
same time remarked to his excellency that 
I would in no wise admit even any appear- 
ance of any well-grounded grievance 
against me. 

“Il am, therefcre, 
Set. On one hand I cannot and will not 

“ange the reselyution to leave the univer- 
sity within or at least at the end of the 
scholastic year. On the other hand, the 
newspapers have published such charges 
against me, which would be brought be- 
fore the board; that'my character as priest

against such accusations, which I declare 
to be entirely false and calumnious. 

“In saying this I do not consider what 
has been said or written about my presence 
at the university being an obstacle to peace 
and harmony among the professors, I re- 
peatediy expressed my views on this point 
to several members of the board. If I am 
a stumbling block I am convigred that I 
became such because I did what I thought 
and still think to have been my duty. But 
as as Catholio and a priest, I also realize 
the fact that on account of the sentiments 
and prejudices existing in reward to me 
in this house, peace will not be re-estab- 
lished without a sacrifice on my part. 

“And I understand that from this stand- 
point members of the board may find it 
advisable for me to make that sacrifice. I

Ina 
word, the holy father is opposed to your 
hasty departure and desires to know clear- 
ly beforehand what the consequences of 
such a step would be.’”’ 

As Cardinal Steinhuber’s letter was not 
an official communication, inquiry was 
made. direct by the Vatican, and in re- 
spense to this a cabiegram was received 
by Mgr. Martinelli, the papal delegate, on 
Sunday, substantially as follows: 

“The holy father himself advises Mer. 
Shroeder not to send in his resignation 
as a professor of the university. It seems 
that members of the board want to force 
him to do so. Your excellency may in a 
delicate way call their attention to the 
impropriety (sconvenienza) gf such a meas- 
ure.”’

DISCUSSED MONEY 


Correspondence on Monetary Conference 
Made Public. 


WOLCOTT STARTED .THE TALK 


Americans Had Two Meetings with 
the Englishmen. 


FRANCE WAS ONLY REPRESENTED ONCE 


England Did Not Take Kindly to the 
Demands Made Upon Her by 
the Commission. 


London, October 22.—The correspondencé 
in regard to the bimetallic proposals of the 
United States monetary commission was is- 
sued by the British foreign office this even- 
ing. 

The following account of the negotiation 
is taken from the. official publication: 

“At the conference helé at the foreign 
office on July 12th, the premier, the Mar- 
guis of Salisbury, the secretary of state 
for India, Lord George H2milton; the chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach; the first lord of the treasury, Mr. 
A. J. Balfour; the United States ambassa- 
dor, Colonel John Hay, and the United 
States commissioners, Senator Edward O. 
Wolcott, of Colorado; ex-Vice President 
Adlai E. Stevenson, of Illinois. and General 
Charles Jackson Paine, of Massachusetts, 
were present. 

“On the invitation of the British pre- 
mier Senator Wolcott explained that the 
object of the mission was to ascertain, in 
advance of an international conference, the 
views of the government, and the envoys 
had determined to ascertain the views ol 
the French, Briusn and German govern- 
ments on the question of reaching an in- 
ternational bimetallic agreement. Thev 
had been to France, where they reached a 
complete and satisfactory understanding 
with the French government, and the en- 
voys would have the co-operation in this 
matter of the French ambassador in Lon- 
don. 2 ' 

‘The senator then explained that the suc- 
cess of the mission depended upon the atti- 
tude Great Britain would take, and he re- 
quested Great Britain to agree to open the 
Indian. mints as its contribution to the at- 
temps to restore internationa] bimetallism, 
with France and the United States co-oper- 
ating together in an attempt to that ena. 

“The maqu's of Salisbury asked if France 
was ready to open her mints to free co n- 
age, and Senator Wolcott replied ‘yes’ 
The premier thereupon inquired at what 
ratio France would open her mints, Sen- 
ator Wolcott said at 15%, adding that the 
American envoys had accepted this ratio. 

‘The senator then presented the follow- 
ing list of contributions which, among 
others, he suggested Great Britain might 
make: 

“ ‘First, the opening of the mints and 
the. repeal of the order making the sov- 


ereign legal tender in India. 
“ Second, placing one-fifth of the bullion 


in the issue department of the Bank of 


England in silver, 

“~*Third, raising the legal tender limit 
of silver to say 10, and issuing 20 shil- 
ling notes, based on silver, which shall 
be legal tender, and the retirement, in 
graduation or otherwise, of the 10-shilling 
gold pieces and the substitution of paper 
based on silver. : 

“‘RMourth, an agreement to coin annually 
<y much silver, the amount to be left 


open. 
oh ‘Fifth, the opening of the English mints 
to the coinage of rupees and the coinage of 
British dollars, which shall be full tender 
in the Straits Settlements and other silver 
standard colonies, and’ tender in the 
I'nited Kingdom to the limit of silver legal 


tender. A 
‘ ‘Sixth, colonial action and the coinage 


of silver in Egypt. 

“ ‘Seventh, something having the gen- 
eral scope of the Huskisson plan.’ ”’ 

The meeting closed and ‘t was under- 
stood by the parties that on account of 
the absence of the French ambassador, 
Baron de Courcel, the proceedings should 
be regarded as informal, and a second 
conference was held on the 15th, at which, 
in addition to those already mentioned, the 
French and M. Geoffrey, the 
counsel of embassy, were 
present, 

The French ambassador was there in- 
vited to declare the position of the French 
government, and he said France was 
ready to reopen her mints to the coinage 
ef silver if the commercia! nations 
adopted the same course, and he still ad- 
vocated at great length the ratio of 15%. 
But, he explained, France would not con- 
sider the reopening of the mints of India 
alone as being sufficient guarantee to per- 
mit the French government to reopen the 
French mints to the free coinage of silver. 

Sir Michael] Hicks-Beach then announced 
cefinitely that Great Sritain would not 
agree to open the English mints to the 
unlimited coinage of silver and that what- 
ever views he and hie evolleagues might 
separately hold regarding himetallism, he 
could say that they were vnited on this 
point. 

Baron de Cource! said as a personal sug- 
gestion. that among other contributions 
he thought Great Britain should open the 
Indiar mints and alsvy agree to purchase 
annually £10,000,009 sterling: of sliver for a 
series of years 

Eenator Wolcott aeceptcd the proposal 
that the British goverument shoukl make 
this purchase with proper sufeguard and 
provisions as to the place and manner 
of its use. 

Since <=his conference the Uritish gov- 
ernment hee been considcring the pro- 
posals and finally made the reply handed 
to the United States ‘ambassador jester- 
day and cabled exclusively to tne Associat- 
ed Press.

INCREASE THE ARMY 


Commander-in-Chief Submits His Report 
to the Secretary of War. 


MORE SOLDIERS ARE NEEDED 


Will Take $56,000,000 To Put the 
Country in Condition of Defense. 


TROOPS REQUIRED FOR NEW STATIONS 


The General Wants Two More Rezi- 
ments of Artillery and Five 
of Infantry. 


Washington, October 22.—General Miles, 
major general commanding the army, has 
made his report to the secretary of war. 
In it he makes reference to reports of the 
general and other officers subordinate to 
him in rank. General Miles says in part: 

“The army, although .nadequate in point 
of numbers, was never in a higher stale 
of efficiency, both as to the character and 
qualifications of its ofiicers and intelligence 
and loyalty of its soldiers. Important 
changes and improvements have been made 
along the Atlantic and guif cOasts, espe- 
cial.y in the counting of modern art.liery 
and the appliances adopted for.the de- 
fense of the coasts.’”’ ‘ 

Attention is called to the condition of 
affairs in Alaska and a number of recom- 
mendations relative thereto are made. Con- 
tinuing, the report says: 

“During the lest year much attention 
has been given by the government to the 
subject of coast defense, and most bene- 
ficial results are now becoming apparent. 
Approximately twenty-six millions of dol- 
lars have been appropriated by the gov- 
ernment, which is nearly one-third of what 
ig required to put the country in a safe con- 
d.tion of defense. Although the general 
desire of our people is to maintain a condi- 
tion of peace with all nations and the 
policy of the government is one of good 
will and peaceful relations with all others, 
yet nothing coud be more injudicious than 
to remain in a condition of insecurity and 
permit the lives of millions and the accu- 
mulated wealth of many generations to be 
destroyed or endangered by any foreign 
power with wh.ch we are liable to come 
into contact.”’ 

He recommends fortifications appropria- 


tions as follows:

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POORE CASE NEARING AN END. 


Evidence as to the Sobriety and Char- 
acter of Dead Man Continues.

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A LAWYER’S SHREWD BLUFF. 


Justice Blume, of Illinois, Tells a 
Good Story. 
From The Chicago Post. 

“Along about the middle of Q@ebruary, 
1897,’ said Justice Jarvis Blume the other 
day, recalling some of his experiences, 
“while I was at a little western town called 
Polk City, a hamlet of some 300 souls, a 
man cime through the fields hatless and 
breathless and accosted me wildly, asking 
if 1 was a lawyer. I gaid that | was a 
member of the bar, and hoped to be a law- 
yer some day. 

** ‘Yes,’ gasped the man, ‘but I want a 
lawyer now.’ 

“Well, then, I am your lawyer; 
can I do for you?’ 

“In his wild, rambling western style he 
told of an attack on his home by some 
country roughs, how they broke up a 
dance, knocked down his wife and dragged 
him around on the floor; that the 
would come up the following Tuesday, and 
he wanted a lawyer to ‘persecute ’em.’ 

“In my anxiety to get a case in which to 
make my debut as a forensic pleader I 
never thought of fees, but with utter reck- 
lessness I told him I would take care of 
his case for him. The court where t'tis cele- 
brated case of the ‘People of the State of 
lowa vs. Peter Blaine, John Hoffman, 
Shakespeare Snyder, et al’—seven defend- 
ants in all—was to be tried was at Squire 
Sherer’s house, a log hut on the banks of 
the Des Moines river. On my way to th 
station in Des Moines take the train I 
met a great big, jovial lawyer of Des 
(Moines, a noted man in that section, whom 
everybody called Colonel Bissell. [| timor- 
ously asked him a little advice. This was 
in the street. 1 told him I Was gvuing to 
prosecute some rioters up near Polk City 
and asked him what I would have to ao 
under the practice in lowa. 

‘*Well, my boy,’ said he, ‘I'll tell you. 
Don’t try to be a genileman in the Ilrst 
place. be a rutiian; talk loud; talk much, 
saw the air, stamp your feet, open your 
eyes wide, disheveil your hair, be tneatrical, 
be plucky, sail in, Sali in, SCare Me day- 
light out of tnen:, make them think yvu 
“are not alraid of the devil—and you will 
Win your case. Anu, on tne other had, 
ig YOu go in Nervous, as you naturauy 
migual, beang ra.sed im Bosiow, und under- 
lahe .O De willd-mMannered aia gentie, why, 
lucy Wili MOvW you, Biume—ibey Will Mud 
you! ‘Lnhose cut throats—any Ohe or them— 
would clean Out you and tne whole court- 
ruoin,. 1 KNOW ‘eM ail. NUW, Freinemver 
what I teil you, Biume. Show them tnat 
you are not afraid, Now, tnen, 1 don't 
Know what else 1 can’ suy to you, bul gu 
in on your muscle, and you wil win.’ 

“Weil, the colonel neariy scared me to 
death, but 1 griticd my teeth und made 
ime trip tnrough the crazy woods, arriving 
ut ‘Squire Sherer’s the night before the 
iegal paitle snould begin. 1a undertook to 
be jovial and companionable to the ‘squire, 
ihninking to curry favor with him, cailea 
for nis tibrary, which consisted of a di- 
iapidated copy of the code of lowa, turned 
to the section Classified as ‘Rio.’ and 
read. I undertook to instruct the ‘squire 
as to What the law was governing such 
a case in advance of the trial. He eyed 
Me With a look tnat I shall never forger 
and remarked: 

* ‘Now, see here, misier®gon’t you come 
any gum game on me. I guess I know 
what the law is. I haven't been a ’squire 
for seventeen years for nethin’, and I 
know my bizness.’ 

“The room in which the case was tried, 
an ordinary sized room of a country log 
house, the door being left wide open, with 
a little alleged window, the rafters heing 
in easy reach the uplifted hand, con- 
tained about si -five persons, including 
the seven defendants and two lawyers for 
the defense from Des Moines. 

“The trial lasted three days and two 
evening sessions. Sixty-five witnesses testi- 
fied first and last all about the knock- 
down and drag-out at this country dance. 
At length the defense was all in. When 
the two learned lawyers from Des Moines 
had finished summing up the testimony on 
behalf of the defendants 1 thought my 
heart would jump clean out of my left 
breast at the fearful ordeal through which 
I was about to pass. I-never can be too 
thankful for the kindly and invaluable ad- 
vice of Colonel Bissell. Every word that 
he uttered at the station came back like 
an oracle at the supreme moment. I was 
as white as a sheet when I got up to reply 
to my legal opponents. My hand, as 
made gestures, I Know trembled, my lips 
quivered and my voice had a _ peculjar 
tremor in it. I remember the first two or 
three sentences—and my gestures must 
have been expressive, as I skinned my 
knuckles against the rafters. I saw that 
the cuiprits on trial were getting serious, 
had quitted grinning and were about to 
mob me, as I feared they would. 

“TIT called upox his honor to impose the 
severest penait® upon these scoundrels 
that would thus invade the domestic es- 
tablishment of my poor client, a peace- 
loving and honored citizen of the county. 

* ‘Sir.’ I thundered, as I raised my hand 
and lost another bit of cuticle against the 
rafters, ‘if you do not make an example of 
these ruffians, these infamous outlaws, 
these scoundrels, your own home is not 
safe, your own fireside will be polluted, 
your own wife and children trampled in 
the dust. I call upon you to vindicate the 
law, which has been most foully outraged 
by these low-browed ruffians that look us 
in the face as if now to defy us. Sir, they 
must be made examples of so that the 
peace-loving citizen may be safe in his own 
household and around his own fireside— 
safe from intrusion, safe from pollution— 
so that he may enjoy in peace and comfort 
and security the result of his labors: that 
he may protect his family and provide for 
them without loafers and roughs that pre- 
sume to invade the dwellings of decent peo- 
ple and assault and maltreat women and 
children’—an@ more to this effect. 

“IT saw the squire pale in no time as he 
gazed. I felt myself rising to he'ghts of 
eloquence which I never dreamed I was 
capable of and which I have never since 
been able to equal—and it was all from 
sheer fright. There was never even a smile 
from any one of the seven defendants. 
They were not only respectful but sceared— 
actually frightened by my wildly dramatie 
effort in this my first lawsuit. I have al- 
ways been profoundly grateful to the court 
that he took the case under advisement, 
as I wished to escape under cover of dark- 
ness and get away from Polk City for fear 
the effect of my speech would be lost on 
these seven defendants and they would 
clean the whole party out. I had followed 
Colonel Bissell’s advice to the letter. and 
it was a grandly suceeesful bluff. 

“It transpired the following week that 
the seven defendants were each fined $25 
and costs, and two of them. the ringleaders, 
$) and costs. I went back through the 
driving snowstorm in an open wagon over 
the rough roads and through those wild 
woods, the happiest man in the United 
States of America. If I had had a retaining 
fee of $1,000 I could not have felt better. I 
never have in all my life felt such absolute 
and glorious exvitation as I did when I 
emerged in safetv from that 
and got on the wagon and was making 
my return.

The Egyptians used the bean as a com- 
mon article of food till their religious ideus 
concerning it caused them to desist. They 
believed the bean to be created of the 
Same elements a8 Man, and, like man, pos- 
Sessed of a soul which was subject to tha 
law# of transmigration. The Egyptian 
priesis were not allowed to either eat or 
look at the bean—a fact which Aristotie 
explains by saying that the bean was used 
as a common Means of voting, and the pro- 
hibition was laid on priests to prevent 
them trom in any Way meddling with the 
political affairs of the day. The Roman 
priests also had their superstitions con- 
cerning this vegetable, believing that the 
blossoms were marked with infernal let- 
ters referring to the dark spots on the 
Wings of the blossom.

Where Is Charles II’s Crown? 
From ‘the Philadeiphia Press. 

In 1894 there Was a great how-de-do 
among French antiquaries concerning the 
whereabouts of Chales II’s crown, and the 
mystery has not yet been solved. When he 
was brought back a new crown was made 
for him at the cost of about $100,000 and 
this was used for his own coronation and 
for his successors until George IV’s acces- 
sicn. It was known as “St. Edward’s” 
or the “‘memorial crown.”’ 

At the Heraldic exhibition of 1894 Lord 
Hackney, of Amherst, showed the skeleton 
of a crown as made by Sir Robert Vyner 
for Charles II and stolen by Colonel 
Blood. Lord Hackney is said to have 
bought this from Messrs. Rundall & 


— who made the crown for George 
A St. Edward’s or memorial crown is 
kept in the tower, mounted with false 
stones, The imitation jewels may be ex- 
piained by the fact that when the queen 
ascended the throne the jewelers to royal- 
ty were supplied with three old crowns 
and charged to use the stones for a new 
one. The new crown weighs under three 
pounds and has many historic jewels, par- 
ticularly the sapphire and ruby given to 
Edward, the black prince, by John of Por- 
tugal, and worn by Edward at Crecy and 
by Henry V at Agincourt. 


The Old Tyler Mansion. 

The old Tyler estate, once owned by Pres- 
ident John Tyler, West Brighton, Staten 
island, has been sold and is to be cut up 
and sold for cottage sites. This old man- 
sion has been, with the realty, in litigation 
for many years. A recent owner was Wil- 
liam M. Evarts, t0 whom i’. went during 
the litigation, and the present owner is 
Daniel T. Cornell, of Clifton. It degene- 
rated into a boarding house, a ‘“‘moonshine 
whisky” distillery, and latterly into a 
Raines law hotel. 

The house was built about seventy years 
ago by relatives of President Tyler’s second 
wife.

CAN BUY CHEAPER THAN MAKE. 


Chief of Ordnance Bureau Against 
Armor Plate Factory. 

Wastitngton. October 22.—The annual re- 
port of Captain Charles O'Neil, chief of the 
naval ordnance bureau, shows that out of 
735 guns authorized by congress, the bu- 
reau has finished 356 and has 169 in process 
of manufacture. 

Captain O'Neil says the government can 
purchase armor more cheaply than it can 
manufacture it. He regards the making of 
armor as a proper adjunct of a great com- 
mercial steel plant. Should the department 
acquire a plant of its own the chances are, 
the report says, that the expense of operat- 
ing when needed would more than offset 
any advantages gained by such ownership. 
He recommends that the government own 
and operate @ smokeless powder factory.

FIVE JUDGES ARE 
10 BE SELECTED 


Lively Contest To Be Made in the Next 
Alabama State Legislature. 


THE ENTIRE SUPREME BENCH 


To Be Elected by the Delegates and 
This Makes It Lively. 


CHIEF JUSTICE BECLINES RE-ELECTION 


Two of the Associates Aspire to ths 
Vacancy Caused by His Declina- 
tion—Who Candidates Are. 


Mcnitgomery, Ala., October 21.—(Special.) 
One of the most interesting and, perhaps, 
the most dignified political contest that 
Alabama has experienced for years is now 
ehaping up. 

The next state convention will nominate 
a chief justice and four associate justices 
of the supreme court of Alabama, these 
five constituting the entire bench. The 
court now stands as follows: 

Robert C. Brickell, of Madison, chief jus- 
tice; Thomas C. McClellan, of Limestone; 
Thomas W. Coleman, of Greene; James B. 
Head, of Jefferson, and Jonathan Haralson, 
of Dallas, associate justices. 

Chief Justice Brickell has declined to 
offer for re-election. He is advanced in 
years and prefers to retire to private life. 

Justices Coleman and McClellan aspire 
to succeed him. They are both exceedingly 
able men and both are thoroughly appre- 
clated by the people of’ the state. Judge 
McClellan is the senior associate justice in 
point of service, although he is the junior 
in point of age. He is very few years more 
than forty, while Judge Coleman is perhaps 
twenty years his senior. 

Judge McClellan comes from extreme 
north Alabama, while Judge Coleman lives 
in the black belt section. They have both 
made splendid judges and the people will 
find it difficult to choose between them. 

Justices Haralson and Head will stand 
for re-election. Circuit Judge John R. Ty- 
son, of this city, and Chancellor J. R. Dow- 
dell, of Tallapoosa, have been announced 
candidates for associate justices for some 
months. They are both good and strong 
men, and, until this morning, it looked 
like the associate court would consist of 
the four gentlemen mentioned. ‘ 

It has been known for some time that 
efforts have been made by the friends of 
Judge Henry A. Sharpe, senior judge of 
the city court of Jefferson county, to in-. 
duce him to permit his name to be used 
for associate justice. There is no purer, 
nobler man, nor sounder or more indus- 
trious judge in Alabama than Judge 
Sharpe, and everybody who ts familiar with 
affairs in Alabama knows it. He is only 
fifty years of age, but he has occupied the 
high position he now holds for some fifteen 
years, and there are no errors to his debit. 
He has not seemed inclined to enter a con- 
test for a seat on the higher bench, but 
the demands of his friends have been go 
positive that he has consented to allow his 
announcement to be made. 

This 
situation. There are now five 
candidates for the associate bench, and 
there are only four seats there. To the 
average layman in politics it appears that 
the real contest, after all, provided there 
are no other announcements, will be be- 
tween Judges Head and Sharpe. It is 
scarcely probable that Jefferson county will 
be allowed more than one of the supreme 
court judges, and it is likely that the one 
of the two gentlemen who wins out in Jef- 
ferson will secure the coveted place. 

The nomination of the judiciary will be 
the feature in the next campaign before 
the democratic convention. Everybody of 
any political intelligence, excepting a very 
few Paimer bolters, concedes that Gov- 
ernor Johnston will be renominated without 
opposition. 

Sesides the supreme court, all the judges 
and solicitors of the circuit and city courts 
will be elected by the people or the legis- 
lature next year. The terms of all judici- 
ary officers are for six years.

“SECRET SERVICE.” 


When Mr. William Gillett wrote the 
“Private Secretary’ and “Held by the 
Enemy,” he might have rested on his lau- 
rels, but he has written another play that 
is better than either of them.

It was said yesterday that Eaton 
wanted another chance and Bald has ex- 
pressed a willingness to give it to him 
if he will put up his money. 

Fred Loughead is not only the mile 
champion of America, but he is the cham- 
pion of Canada as well, which is quite an 
honor in itself. Loughead is from Sarmia, 
Canada, and is the son of very wealthy 
parents. He is twenty-two years old and 
has been racing for several years with 
marked success. He is considered an efr- 
ratic rider, who at times rides a race 
that no man could beat, and then again 
not doing so well. Loughead has a sprint, 
however, that will keep the best of them 
guessing, and if he comes into the stretch 
anywhere near even with them the race 
‘~ very apt to be his. 

During his stay in Atlanta Loughead has 
made many friends, who will take a per- 
sonal interest in watching his success and 
watch for him to win. He will stay here 
unti] Bald goes and probably go with him 
when he leaves.

The only difference in the chainleas wheel 
and the regulation chain machine to the 
casual observer is the absence of the chain 
and its peculiar noise and the presence of 
a round-shaped affair at the axle of the 
rear wheel and at the pedais. Other than 
this there does not appear to be any dif- 
ferenct, and one used togthe chains might 
be inclined to think fox the chainless 
wheel is not as pretty dnd symmetrical as 
the old style. 

It is claimed for the chatinless wheel that 
it will go faster and further with less effort 
than the chain wheel; that it will be free 
from dust and easier to clean: that there is 
no noise and that there is no shack to in- 
terfere with and lessen the speed; that it 
is stronger and safer than the chain and 
sprocket wheel and that the driving mech- 
anish is always lubricated and the beyel 
gears improve with use. It is also claimed 
that its mot‘ve parts are not affected by 
the weather and that they are protected by 
dust proof coverings. 

The lines of he bicycle are identical with 
the ordinary chain model, except that the 
lower right rear fork and stay are shorten- 
ed and connected with a semi-circular arm, 
the center of which supports the lower 
right stay, which covers the driving shaft 
connecting the two gears. The end of the 
rear axle is held in a swinging arm that is 
fastened to the ends of the semi-circular 
piece, and in the open space left by the 
arch the rear gear revolves. The driving 
wheel takes the place of the front sprocket 
in the ordinary style of bicycle, but, as its 
depth is greater than that of the sprocket, 
the tread of the wheel is increased. The 
power is transmitted from the driving 
wheel to the rear wheel by a revolving 
shaft inclosed in the lower right stay and 
operated by the bevel gears at either end. 
The crank and crank axle are similar in 
construction to those now in use. 

The wheel is the work of the combined 
ideas of many inventors and experimen- 
ters and its makers have been at work on 
it for the past two years. It has been 
tested and perfected until it was found to 
meet all the requirements of a nineteenth 
century wheelman and to be really supe- 
rior to the chain and sprocket wheel.

Farmers Should Organize. 

Editor Constitution—No doubt your great 
weekly is more extensively read by farm- 
ers than any other journal in the cotton- 
growing states of the south, and as we 
think you are friendly to the struggiing 
catton grower, we ask fur an expression 
through your columns from farmers from 
different sections relative to the expediency 
and practicability of a permanent non- 
political organization among cotton grow- 
ers. We believe that supply and demand 
cut no figure in the prices of cotton; that 
so much money is furnished by the sharks 
and shylocKs to move the cotton crop, 
and that the price is determined upon 
before the crop is planted. Every profession 
and every occupation has organizations by 
which they can understand and proteet 
each other except the cotton growers. 
Among them “it is every fellow for himself, 
the devil take the hindmost,”’ and as long 
as this is so they will be at the merey of 
gamblers and speculators. The farmers 
can control the situation if they will do 
it, and now what is the best plan? The 
Farmers’ Alliance was a move in the right 
direction, and had it kept true to its pur- 
poses the present cotton crop would not 
have to be sacrificed, but unfortunately it 
went off after false gods—politics—and de- 
stroyed its power and usefulness. Why 
Can it not be reorganized and have it ex- 
pressly stipulated that it shall be strictly a 
non-political organization? And let it be 
a farmers’ organization without lawyers. 
doctors, merchants or other professions: 
not that we antagonize any of thuse useful 
and honorable occupations, but what busi- 
ness has a farmer in a mercantile associa- 
tion or a medical society, or a press asso- 
clation, or a lawyers’ club? [t is a wel] 
established fact that the farmer feeds and 
clothes the worid, and all the professions 
prosper in proportion to the prosperity of 
the tiller of the soil. Farmers of the south 
speak out! The crisis is upon us. Euro- 
pean and Wall street capitalists, coupled 
with such ready estimaters as ‘Neill,’ are 
grinding us to powder. The present short 
crop at o cents a pound will work wide- 
spread ruin and distress, and the next 
will be worse unless we act in self-de- 
fense. 

I have never been a member of any 
farmers’ organization, am not an alarmist 
or calamity howler, but simply want to 
see “justice done, though the heavens 
fall.

Of course the frying pan may be abused 
end improperly used. An unskiliful cook 
may heat it and its contents insufficiently 
and allow the viands to soak and sob, but 
with plenty of lard and a hot fire the fry- 
ing pan can be made to turn out marvels 
of edible and digestible food. Years of out- 
cry have made people believe in the supe- 
riority of broiled steak. But when a wo- 
man has deftly pounded and flattened and 
trimmed a steak until it is tender of tex- 
ture and uniform in. thickness, has incased 
it with an adhesive coating of saited flour, 
and has slided it gently into a panful of 
lard heated almost to the point of bursting 
into flame, has turned it in four minutes 
and taken it up in three more, and has 
served it hot in its own rich gravy—when 
these things have been done the fecipient 
of that steak is a beatified man to whom 
the fleshpots of Egypt would be no tempta- 
tion. 

And fried oysters and panfish and ham 
and eggs and peach turn-overs and chipped 
potatoes—each and all unapproachable—are 
the product of the frying pan. In the right 
hands and with real lard the frying pan is 
an instrument of much happiness and con- 
tent and good nourishment, and tBRe cru- 
sade against it is a mistake.

During the last twenty-five or thirty 
years American Catholics of the secona, 
third and fourth generations, having 
acquired wealth and education and posi- 
tion, began to take charge of matters 
for themselves, and the foreign element 
was looked upon as in a state of proba- 
tion, waiting to assume its American 
character in the second generation. To 
further this idea it was urged that the 
English language be used as soon as 
possible wherever the vernacular was 
permissible. This effort was probably 
pressed too severely, before the people 
whom it was intended to affect had 
thrown off the old and taken on the 
new, and the result was a strong pro- 
test by German Catholics against the 
discarding of their language in the in- 
terest of that of this country. This was 
the question which developed in the Ca- 
hensly movement. 

It was while that movement was in 
its height that the Catholic university 
came into being. It was given a strong 
American character, and the effort of 
the prelates who were connected with its 
organization, was not to seek difficulties 
but rather to discover modes of accom- 
modation by which unnecessary contro- 
versies might be stopped and an Amerl- 
can Catholicism built up—not a Catholi- 
cism different from that which exists 
anywhere else, but simply one taking 
on American patriotism, as does that of 
France or Ireland. This naturally 
brought in the question of education, 
which involved the public school, against 
which certain bishops had spoken so 
strongly in times past. The leader 
of what might be called this American 
school was easily Archbishop Ireland, 
whose idea was to foster the national 
life of the new country and to make its 
patriotism a part of the religion of the 
church, About this period a great deal 
of controversy arose, more indeed than 
people have time to study out in a life 
so short, but it resulted in the depart- 
ure of Bishop Keane from the universi- 
ty and the retention of Monsignor Shroe- 
der in the chair of dogmatic theology.

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The Gainful Employments. 


As compiled by United States Commis- 
sioner Carroll D.. Wright, of the depart- 
ment of labor, the figures bearing upon 
the number of persons engaged in the 
various industrial and professional lines 
of employment in the United States are 
decidedly interesting. 

According to the latest report of Com- 
missioner Wright, based upon the cen- 
sus of 1890, there are now 22,132,648 per- 
sons employed in what are known as 
the gainful occupations. Of this number 
18,420,504 are males and 3,712,144 fe- 
males. Divided into five comprehensive 
groups the showing is as follows: 
Agriculture, fisheries, and mining.. 8,673,389

In 1880 only 6.81 per cent of those em- 
ployed in the gainful occupations were 
found in the various manufacturing in- 
dustries; in 1890, however, the num- 
ber had increased to 8.13 per cent, which 
shows quite a decided gain. The num- 
ber of those engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits at the present time aggregates 
14.39 per cent, against 35.96 per cent for 
1880, showing something of a.decrease,

A Singular Case. 


One of the most unique convictions 
ever known in the history of American 
jurisprudence occurred some _ two or 
three days ago in the state of New 
Hampshire, when a prisoner was tried 
before one of the circuit judges of that 
state on the charge of habitual crimin- 
ality, and sentenced to imprisonment 
for a term of forty-five years. 

Although decidedly at variance with 
ail former precedents, the action of the 
court appears to be grounded upon 
sound jegal authority, or rather upon 
recent statutory enactments which seem 
clearly to warrant it. Why the law- 
making power of the state should have 
enacted such legislation does not appear, 
but the unique statute upon which the 
court’s action igs grounded reads as fol- 
lows: “Any person who has twice been 
convicted of crime, sentenced and com- 
mitted to prison for terms not less than 
three years each, shall, upon conviction

of a felony in this state and upon proof 
of such former convictions, be deemed 
to be an habitual criminal, and shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the state 
prison for a term not exceeding fifteen 
years.” This statute, according to our 
informant, was enacted about four years 
ago, but the conviction in question is 
the first one which has occurred un- 
der it. 

To state the case briefly, it seems that 
the offender was indicted on three sepa- 
rate counts for breaking into a dwelling 
house with burglarious intent. On be- 
ing convicted by the jury the prosecuting 
attorney called the presiding judge’s at- 
tention to the statute prescribing pun- 
ishment for habitual criminality and 
also to the fact that the prisoner had 
been convicted of crimes upon two form- 
er occasions. Whereupon the court sen- 
tenced the offender to fifteen years im- 
prisonment on each count of the indict- 
ment, making the aggregate sentencé 
amount to forty-five years. As the pris- 
oner is already in his prime, the sen- 
tence amounts virtually to life impris- 
onment, Without commenting at length 
upon the court’s action, which seems to 
be authorized by the legislative enact- 
ment, it seems that the punishment is 
not only unduly harsh but furthermore 
that it utterly defeats the possibility 
of reformation. What the law should 
aim at in its dealings with violators is 
not simply their punishment, but also, if 
possible, their reclamation to society 
and good citizenship. Justice becomes 
subversive of its own ends when it stoops 
to arbitrary and oppressive measures, 
even though dealing with the most 
hardened offenders; and for this reason, 
if for none other, it seems that the stat- 
ute is unnecessarily severe and should 
be repealed by the law-makers of New 
Hampshire at the earliest opportunity.

Our American Railway System. 

Although sixteen months have elapsed 
Since the close of the fiscal year em- 
braced in the recent report of the inter- 
state commerce commission there is nev- 
ertheless abundant information con- 
tained in this report bearing upon the 
railway situation in the United States, 

On June 30, 1896, according to the 
figures cited in this report, the total rail- 
way mileage of the country aggregated 
182,776 miles, showing a gain of 2,119 
miles during the year in spite of ad- 
verse conditions. In the distribution 
of this gain it appears that Georgia leads 
the list, with 233 miles of newly con- 
structed railway to her credit. The ag- 
gregate capital of all the railway sys- 
tems in the United States amounted at 
the close of the fiscal year to the sum of 


-$10,566,865,771, or $59,610 per mile; but, 


in proof of the widespread demoraliza- 
tion which prevailed during the year on 
account of financial stringency, not less 
than 70 per cent of the capital stock rep- 
resented by the above figures failed to 
pay dividends. 

As to the year’s passenger traffic the 
report shows that 511,772,737 passengers 
were carried by the various railways of 
the country during the twelve months 
ending June 30, 1896, showing a gain in 
round numbers of 4,000,000 passengers, 
as compared with the preceding year, 
but still a loss of nearly 30,000,000 pas- 
sengers, as compared with 1894. The 
freight tonnage carried during the year 
amounted to 765,891,385 tons, which 
proved to be something of a _ record- 
breaker. The gross earnings of all the 
various systems in the country amount- 
ed to $1,150,169,376. 

To show that some of the systems 
fared rather badly during the year, the 
report states that 151 lines, representing 
30,475 miles of track, were operated by 
receivers, showing that eighteen addi- 
tional lines had been forced into court 
during the year. The capital stock of 
the various lines controlled by receiv- 
ers aggregated $742,597,698 and the fund- 
ed debt $999,733,766. 

In the service of all the railway lines 
in the United States for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1896, there were 826,620 
As to the number ot 
accidents occurring during the year the 
killed and 30,000 injured. Of passen- 
of persons other than employees or pas- 
sengers, 4,406 were killed and 5,846 in- 
jured. Altogether these various figures 
show the vast extent of our American 
railway system.

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The First Cotton Mill. 

Several different towns in the United 
States claim the unique distinction of 
having erected the first American cot- 
ton mill, but from the best information 
that can be obtained, it seems that the 
credit properly belongs to the town Ol 
Beverly, Mass. 

The circumstances leading up to this 
discovery may be of interest to our read- 
ers. Some two or three years ago May- 
or Rantoul, of Salem, Mass., was invited 
to Pawtucket, R. I., to attend the cen- 
tennial exercises held at that place in 
commemoration of the opening of the 
famous Slater mill. In sending out in- 
vitation to this centennial event the own- 
ers of the mill claimed ittobe the first 
establishment of its kind ever erected 
in the United States. For some reason 
Mayor Rantoul was unable to be pres- 
ent at the exercises, but being deeply 
interested in historical researches, he 
decided at hig leisure to investigate the 
claims of the Pawtucket mill owners. 
This investigation led to the discovery 
that the old cotton mill at Beverly. 
Mass., which was burned down in 1838, 
had been in operation for several years 
prior to the establishment of the mill at 
Pawtucket, and that no less a witness 
than General Washington himself could 
be cited in confirmation of the fact. It 
seems that General Washington while on 
a tour of the New England states in 
1789 made a visit to the old Beverlv 
cotton mill, and was so impressed with 
the novelty of the spectacle that he de- 
voted several pages of his diary to its 
description. This old diary is still to 
be found among General Washington’s 
papers. 

As the res@arches of Mayor Rantoul 
seemed to settle the matter beyond all 
controversy, the residents of Beverly. 
Mass., have recently caused a handsome 
tablet to be erected on the site of the old 


‘mill, commemorating the establishment 


of the first enterprise of its kind ever 
inaugurated in the United States. 


What Does the Sultan Mean? 

What fresh Wevdlopment in the Gre- 
co-Turkish affair is the wily sultan now 
preparing to spring? 

Information lately received from Eu- 
rope states that the sultan, instead of 
withdrawing his troops from Thessaly 
as good faith in acceding to the recent 
terms of the powers would seem to re- 
quire, is, on the contrary, preparing to 
land 20,000 additional troops on the fron- 
tier. If this information can be 
relied upon, it looks as if the sultan is 


determined to hold possession of the cov- 


| eted frontier until Greece complies fully 
with the terms of agreement prescribed 
by the powers. 

While these terms are mugh lighter 
than the ones proposed by the Turkish 
sultan himself and overruled by the 
powers, there is, nevertheless, violent 
opposition in Greece to the heavy exac- 
tions which they impose; and up to the 
present time the ruling of the powers 
has not been ratified. One object, per- 
haps, which the sultan has in view in 
sending over additional troops is to pro- 
tect the interests of Turkey in the pres- 
ent crisis, and, if possible, to intimi- 
date the Greeks into submission. 

But this is not the only aspect of the 
case. For several months past the sul- 
tan has treated the powers with con- 
tempt on the supposition that what pur- 
ported to be the concert of Europe ex- 
isted in name only. The fact that he 
found it necessary some time ago to ac- 
cede to the ruling of the powers is not 
inconsistent with this attitude, as vari- 
ous reasons may have influenced him in 
taking that course; for example, the de- 
sire to aVoid unnecessary delay in secur- 
ing indemnity from Greece, with the as- 
sistance of the powers, may have influ- 
enced him to some extent. Taking this 
view of the matter, it is barely possible 
that, after having carried his point with 
some outward show of reluctance, the 
sultan’s object at the present time in 
landing additional troops on the frontier 
may be simply to vex the powers. 

But whatever the purpose of the craf- 
ty Mohammedan ruler may be in land- 
ing 20,000 additional troops on the fron- 
tier, the fact itself is interesting, and can 
hardly fail to give rise to other develop- 
ments later on.

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Angina Pectoris and Sudden Death. 
From The New York Herald. 

The Qeath of Mr. George M. Pullman as 
the result of an attack of angina pectoris 
invests the subject at this time with much 
practical interest. 

The socalled disease is in reality nothing 
but a set of symptoms associated with one 
or another of the different forms of degen- 
eration of the muscular tissues of the 
heart. The latter conditions usually appear 
in advanced adult life, in individuals who 
are good livers, who have nervous tenden- 
cies and have gouty proclivities.. There is 
also a marked tendeney in these cases to 
fibrinous deposit in the walls of the blood 
vessels, especially tose of the artery sup- 
plying nourishment to the heart substance. 
The particular vessel named becomes more 
and more contracted, leading to progres- 
sive wasting of heart power and marked in- 
capacity for rhythmical cardiac action. 

Changes similar to those last mentioned 
ultimately take place also in cases of gen- 
eral inflammation either of the lining mem- 
brane of the organ or of its muscular en- 
velope. Patients suffering from either of 
these different forms of disease are sub- 
ject to what is popularly designated as 
“heart pang’’—an agonizing pain over the 
heart region extending backward through 
the left shoulder and @Qown the left arm. 
These paroxysms, although occurring with 
varied frequency, are usually of short dura- 
tion and do not, as a rule, cause sudden 
death, as was seemingly evident in the mel- 
ancholy case in point. 

In fact, it is well known that some per- 
sons suffer from repeated attacks for many 
years and eventually dié of other diseases. 
It is some comfort to know, also, that the 
most severe paroxysims are oftentimes man- 
ifestations of merely nervous affections of 
the heart, associated with easily curable 
digestive derangements and equally man- 
ageable hysterical attacks.

Organizing for 1898. 

From the enthusiasm with which the 
confederate veterans are taking up the 
Subject, the grand reunion of 15898 in At- 
lanta will be the culmination of confed- 
erate jlbilees. The veterans of Berrien met 
in Tifton the other day and organized, 
electing Captain O. L. Chesn@#tt, president, 
commander, The meeting was enthusiastic 
and the parade a great success. Captain 
Chesnutt commanded a company ail 
through the war, going to the frent on 
the 20th of April, 1861, surrendering at Ap- 
pomattox Courthouse on the 9th day of 
April, 1865. and walking back home. He 
was wounded four timeg and is atill car- 
rying’ one ball that ig too near the heart 
to be removed, 

Captain Chesnutt on this occasion re- 
viewed the period from 1861 until the pres- 
ent, and said: ‘“‘We come not today ts 
rebels to say a single word or do aught 
to discredit our own loyalty to our com- 
mon country or to discount the patriotic 
sentiment of any true American, but we 
come as citizens of the greatest, the free- 
est and the best government of all ages to 
pluck a few flowers from the garden of 
our memories and lay them upon the graves 
of our departed hopes. Who would deny 
us this sacred privilege?’ 

In eloquent words Captain Chesnutt de- 
scrited the sacred causg for which the 
corfederacy fought, the struggle of these 
men to rebuild their country from the 
destruction which war had wrought and 
the fidelity with which they had clung to 
principles of right and nonor. He looked 
forward with anticipation to the great re- 
union of 1898, the last many will be able 
to attend, and urged that all should mage 
an effort to be there. Captain Chesnutt’s 
words were listened to with great atten- 
tion, and he was warmly cheered for his 
noble sentiments.

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THE ALABAMA PENAL SYSTEM. 


Now that the problem of convict reform 
occupies so important a place in the public 
mind, it will not be amiss to summarize 
the experience of a sister state on the 
same vexing question. 

Alabama’s history in this respect has 
been very similar to that of Georgia. In 
1889 the need for a penitentiary was real- 
ized, and its erection was authorized by 
the legislature. It was located at Wetump- 
ka, and placed under state supervision. 
Here convicts were employed in the manu- 
facture of different articles, but up to 1846 
it has been operated at a loss of $31,980.69. 
In this year the lease system was first in- 
troduced, the lessee assuming the position 
of warden. This system prevailed up to 
1962, when the control of the institution re- 
verted to the state. The mode differed

As for the banquet itself, every one who 
attended is loud in praise of the chamber of 
commerce and the active committees in 
charge of the affair. Every one of the 500 
business men and citizens went away from 
the Kimball dining hajl pleased with the 
things said and the suggestions made by 
the speakers to upbuild and promote the in- 
terests of Atlanta. 

Yesterday the officials of the chamber of 
commerce were congratulated on the sue- 
cess cf the banquet and during the @ay the 
results of the effort to stir up interest in 
the chamber were beginning to show. Asa 
primary result of the banquet nearly one 
hundred new members of the chamber have 
already been secured, that many applica- 
tions being sent to the officers by those at 
the banquet Thursday night. And they 
signified an intention to join with compar- 
atively no persuasion on the part of the 
committees, the moving being voluntary. 

Now that the movement has taken defi- 
nite shape, the officers and committees of 
the chamber willl pursue a definite plan of 
action and every business man in the city 
who can be of aid to the chamber of com- 
merce will be asked to join. Petitions for 
membership were being sent out by Mr. T. 
H. Martin and others yesterday and before 
Monday it is expected that fully 200 or 0 
new members will have been received. In 
the course of a few @ays the board of di- 
rectors of the chamber will meet to act on 
the applications for membership and then 
the chamber will get to work on a perna- 
nent and solid basis. 

When the new members have be2n duly 
elected President Neal will sclect the chair- 
men of the chamber of commerce commit- 
tees, about twenty in number, to’serve dur- 
ing the coming year. These chairmen will 
represent every department of work of the 
chamber anda after conference with them the 
othcr members of the several committees 
will be selected and announced. Captain 
Neal will leave this part of the duty de- 
volving upon him to be performed with the 
aid and assistance of the chairmen of the 
committees he wil} select. It is the purpose 
of the president to select the hest men pos- 
sible for the committee work and to name 
such men as will give the necessary time 
and attention to the work assigned to them. 


What President Neal Says. 
In speaking of the banquet and the work 
before the chamber yesterday Captain Neal 


said: 

“T um delighted with the success of the 
banquet and there are only one or two 
things which I have to regret in «eonnection 
with it. One is that the large number of 
speeches extended the hour of adjourn- 
ment a little too long, and another is that 
several gentlemen who were down for 
speeches were crowded off the programme 
because of the limited time. We had in- 
tended to eall on a representative of the 
insurance men, but the gentleman booked 
for a speech was compelled to go home 
early. We had hoped to hear from repre- 
sentatives of the railroads and from the 
traveling men, but unfortunately the plans 
were frustrated. Colonel W. C. Glenn had 
promised to speak for the traveling men, 
but illness prevented him from remaining. 

“T must compliment The Constitution on 
the generous and fair report of the ban- 
quet proceedings. I was amazed that such 
a report could be arranged at such a late 
hour. Asto the result of the banquet, I am 
gratified to state that about one hundred 
new members have been secured and I think 
as many more will come in today and to- 
morrow. It was tmpossible for the speakers 
to fully cover the ground in the five min- 
utes allotted to them, but the things said 
created a healthy sentiment for the modve- 
ment started by the chamber and lam sat- 
isfied the purpose of the banquet was accom- 
plished in the fullest measure. In a short 
time I shall appoint the chairmen of the 
twenty committees of the chamber and I 
shall be careful to select the very best men 
in the chamber, waiting unti] the new 
members have been received so that the 
field workers will be enlarged. Much de- 
pends on the work of the committees, and 
instead of assuming the responsibility of se- 
lecting all of the committee members, I 
shall call the chairmen together and confer 
with them as to the best men to select from 
the different branches of business represent- 
ed. In this way we will select the best 
workers an@ most active members to look 
after the committee work. 

“T desire to especially commend the splen- 
did suggestions made by Mr. T. H..Martin 
in his address at the banquet. He outlined 
a policy which if carried out will certainly 
result in great good to the city. His idea 
of preparing and publishing a correct sta- 
tistical history of Atlanta is a capital sug- 
gestion. There is need for such a publica- 
tion and I hope to see something done in 
this direction at an early date. Another 
thing, I would like to see the chamber take 
up such questions fer discussion as Wil) 
promote the interests of the city in every 
way. For instance, I want the people of 
the city to buy their goods from home 
dealers. Do not send away for anything. 
If there is any special article which cannot 
be bought in Atlanta, let the people ordér 
it through their merchants. In this way 
the Atlanta merchants will get the benefit 
of a discount and the purehaser will not be 
required to pay one cent more for the goods. 
It will keep $100,000 annually in this city if 
the people will order through home 
houses.” 


Mr. T. H. Martin Pleased. 


‘‘The chamber of commerce banquet was 
successful in every way,” said Mr. T. H. 
Martin, one of the chief promoters of the 
present business movement. “Nearly 100 
merererts and business men have volun- 
tarily sent in their applications for mem- 
bership and others will do so tomorrow and 
Monday. The merchants are arqused and 
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this city is the most important work be- 
fore the merchants and citizens at this 
time. He said yesterday: 

“The trouble with Atianta is imat our 
citizens have bee1 asleep two years. They 
have quietly jogged along in the pursuit of 
their several interests and have not been 
active in premoting the establishment of 
new industries. Manufecturing establish- 
ments are needed here and 1 can think 
of no work more apprepriate at this time

They «are the s0o- 
lutior of the problem and how to upbuild 
Atlanta. We have resources, I know, but 
what we want here 1s factories, shops, 
railrceads, manufacturing establishments, 
which employ them. Men and womem make 
up the one requisite for a growing town, 
and by establishing factories you bring 
people here from every section who be- 
come citizens and taxpayers and who aid 
materially in the upbuilding of the city. 
Population breeds wealth and wealth 
brings contentment and prosperity. Let 
us wake wp to the necessity of devising 
Ways and means of widening and diversi- 
fying our manufacturing interests and 
bring plants here which will give employ- 
ment to more people. People, people are 
wanted. 

“Ancther thing: I would like to see At- 
lanta’s citizens put their money into clir- 
culation. Start it out and let it be making 
something. Money is the foundation of 
prosperity, and if every citizen of Atlanta 
would quit doing his banking business in 
his breeches pockets and put his money 
in the safe and stable banking institutions 
of Atlanta, the great increase in the circu- 
lation of money would result in wonder- 
ful advantage to the city. It would mean 
more money for investment, more factories 
and ghops and more money for the con- 
duct of business. Why, I was amazea 
the other day when I picked up a bank 
statement, issued by a little town in Con- 
necticut, showing that banking capital is 
more than $50,000,000. And that town is 
not one-third as large as Atlanta. Money 
is easy to borrow in that place and the 
people are prospering. Let the people do 
. business and put their money where Kk 
wil! do some geod. Let Atlantians pull to- 
gether for Atlanta's good and prosperity, 
and success is ours.” 


Mayor Collier Commends Movement. 


Mayor Charles A. Collier praises the pur- 
poses of the @Ghamber of commerce ban- 
quet, and he says the impetus given the 
movement to promote the business interests 
of the city by the gathering is strong and 
encouraging. He says: 

“I heartily commend the suggestions 
made by the several speakers at the ban- 
quet and feel that great good will result 
from the meeting of the business men. 
There is a great work to be done by our 
merchants and there is no instrumentality 
through which it can be better done than 
the chamber of commerce. I think it 
would be a good idea to hold monthly 
meetings of the chamber of commerce to 
take up and discuss subjects of interest 
to the city and the business men. We 
need to have a full understanding among 
our citizens and merchants and these gath- 
erings promote a good feeling and result iz 
much good.

The sentence was a term of three months 
in Fulton county jail and a fine of $1. 
He served the three mcrths, but did not 
pay the fine. A full month after the time 
for his release the clerk of court, Mr. Olin 
Cc. Fuller, decided to give him another 
opportunity to make his réleasSe by taking 
the pauper’s oath. The federal laws permit 
one who is too poor to pay a fine to take 
an oath to that effect, and the fine stands 
remitted. 

An officer was sent to the jail for Adams, 
vho was carried to Mr. Fuller's office. The 
moonshiner walked into the room with a 
bcok under his arm. Mr. Fuller asked 
‘rece if he cculd jay the fine. He said that 
he would not pay the fine. He was then 
asked if he would take the pauper’s oath 
so that he might be released from custody. 
He refused. 

This refusal to take the oath which most 
mocnstiners are glad to take surprised the 
clerk. He asked the reason. 

“You see here,’”’ said Adams, taking the 
,; book from under his arm, “I’ve learned 
' something from this book since I have been 
in jail.°’ 

The book was a New Testament. 

“This book is the word of Jesus,” con- 
tinued Adams, “and it says ‘swear not at 
ail;’ therefore, I will not take an oath, for 
it is wrong to swear.

GLENN MAKES A CHARGE 


Says That Judge Bruce Treated Him 
Very Unfairly. 


“HASN’T GOOD SENSE,” SAYS HE

Mr. Glenn Lost His Case, but Appeal- 
ed It to the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals—May Be Tried Here. 


Disgusted, mad and tired, Colonel W. C. 

Glenn returned to the city Thursday from 
Huntsville, Ala., where he has been with 
Mr. Marion Harris trying to secure a re- 
ceiver for the Huntsville Building and 
Association, 
' That judge hasn’t sense enough to do 
anything,’ sa‘d the colonel when he was 
seen at his office by a representative of the 
Constitution. 

Judge Bruce was the subject of the hot 
reference. He had summarily turned down 
the petition of Messrs. Glenn and Harris 
and had declined the receivership and In- 
junction without even allowing the Georgia 
attorneys to argue the case or to finish 
their evidence. 

Millions of dollars are involved in the 
case which Mr. Glenn and Mr. Harris are 
urging before the United States court in 
Alabama. Some time ago ceftain stock- 
holders of the Huntsville Building and 
Loan Association employed Mr. Harris and 
Mr. Glenn to represent them in a petition 
to have the association put into the hands 
of a receiver. This first petition was turn- 
ed down, but it was appealed and a new 
hearing allowed and set for Tuesday, 12th. 
On that date the case was called. 

Mr. Glenn says that his clients hold about 
$139,000 of the stock of the association. 
There are fourteen of them. They urged 
that the affairs of the association are in 
such a condition as to demand a receiver. 
The officers of the association defend the 
association and fight the petition for re- 
ceiver. 

Colonel+Glenn says that Judge Bruce, of 
the federal cvcurt, treated him very discour- 
teously and unfairly. After hearing a part 
of the evidence the judge announced thai 
he would wait for an affidavit. The next 
morning he appeared in court and unex- 
pectedly said that he had heard the case; 
that he did not bel'eve the attornéys for

the plaintiff could introduce any new evi- 
derce and he therefore announced the case 
closcd. This was a great surprise to the 
attorneys and was fought by them. The 
plaintiff’s attorneys demanded that the 
judge hold the case open until they could 
get an affidavit from Mr. Clyde Brooks, a 
young attorney of this city, who had been 
interested in the case. 

“That judge acted like an 
Colonel Glenn. “I was never treated so 
discourteously. I wish to say that Bruce 
is unfit for the bench; that he is mentally 
and physically unfitted for the duties of a 
judge. He did not treat us decently. The 
people of Huntsville are the nicest 1 ever 
saw and I iniend to visit there with my 
wife, but I do not expect to go near Bruce. I 
say that he had ulready formed his inten- 
tion of not allowing the methods of that 
association to be ventilated before the good 
people who had been caught in its ten- 
tacles,”’ said Colonel Glenn. 

After being turied down !n the applica- 
tion for a receiver, the plaintiff's attorneys 
immediately appealed the casato the United 
States circuit court of appeals at New Or- 
leans. As Judge Pardee, of the appellate 
court, is coming here In a few days, the 
case may be heard here within the next 
six weeks, it being In the form of a fast 
bill of exceptions.

He Refused To Swear or to Kiss the 
Bible in Court. 


THOUGHT HIS WORD ENOUGH 


Everybody Up Home Believes Him 
and No Oath Is Required. 


HE TOOK AN AFFIRMATION OATH 


Merely Affirmed as to the Truth of 
His Evidence—Uncle Billie Bow-. 
ers’s Life at Bowersville. 


Uncle Billie Bowers. of Bowersville, cre- 
ated a sensation in the federal courtroom 
yesterday by refusing to take the oath as 
a wWitress. 

Now, as everybody, who is anybody 
knows, Uncle B'llle is ‘one of the sreatest 


ate a sensation. 

Eccentric and scrupilous, Uncle Billie 
didn’t want to kiss the Bible and be sworn 
in the regular way. He objected to having 
the oath end with “‘so help you God.”’ Uncle 
Billie wanted to tell the truth, but he didn’t 
want to swear it. He theught the judge and 
jury ought to believe his simple word, for 
up in Bowersville and all northeastern 
Georgia, the people will swear on his state- 
ments. 

“T object to swearing,”’ said Uncle Billle, 
when they put him on the witness stand. 

He was asked if he would take the oath 
of affirmation, and he answered “yes.” 

Then United States Court Clerk Colquitt 
Carter propounded the following affirma- 
tion: 

“Do you affirm that the evidence which 
you shall give in this case will be the 
truth and nothing but the truth?” 

Uncle Bille bowed politely and said “yes.” 

Uncle Billie was up to testify for a ne- 
gro who was accused of running a blind 
tiger. The negro was turned loose. 

The refusal of Uncle Billle to be sworn 
in the regular way serves in a small way 
to illustrate the unique character of the 
man. His peculiar religion accounts for the 
strange position he took om the question. 
Uncle Billie is a preacher. He was always 
so eccentric in his ideas that he never 
liked any of the orthodox churches. He de- 
cided to found a church that would suit his 
own peculiar beliefs. Accordingly he form- 
ed a church at Bowersville, Hart county, 
which he has since kept alive and has made 
to inérease in strength until it fs one of 
the strongest in that part of the country. 
There are several of the churches, but 
Uncle Billie is pastor of the one he founded. 
The others are slightly different from his, 
being blessed with his individuality. One 
of the churches here, therChurch of Christ, 
is the same kind of organization. 

Crude and Quakerish in dress and original 
in manners, the members of Uncle Billte’s 
church are distinct from any other people. 
They are exceedingly interesting in their 
habits of life. They are neighborly and in 
a certain respect resemble the Hardshell 
Baptists communities. 

Uncle Billie is a railway magnate. He 
believes in development and progress, de- 
spite the gait of old fogyism that he carries 
with him. He has been Hving In Hart coun- 
ty for néarly ninety years and has been 


| during that time one of the best and most 


progressive citizens. He has a large amount 
of property. Now, even though he is bowed 
with the weight of nearly five score years, 
he is the recognized leader of his section. 
and he controls every man up there. He 
decided one time that Hart county needed 
another railroad. He tried to secure money 
to build it himself. He projected the rali- 
road from Bowersville to Carnesville. He 
graded the right of way for several miles 
and then laid the crossties and put down 
the track for a few miles. A railroad was 
no good without rolling stock. Uncle Billie 
purchased an old upright engine and put it 
on a hand car. With this crude arrange- 
ment he operated his short road for a short 
time. Eventually the big railroad venture 
fell through leaving Uncle Billie defeated 
in his pet project, but still hopeful. The 
old tine and crossties are there still to 
mark and commemorate the public spirit 
of Uncle Billle. 

Uncle Billie is public bondsman. He goes 
on his friends’ bonds and helps them out 
of trouble. He has money and he spends it 
for his friends. He is famous in north 
Georgia for his bie heart. 

As a newspaper man, Uncle Billie is a 
success. He has been running a newspaper 
in Hart county for many long years. It is 
a kind of side issue. When he gets tired 
of plowing he Works on the newspaper. His 
son has taken charge of the sheet and will 
keep it-going. Uncle Billie has embalmed 
some grand ideas in the little newspaper. 

Uncle Billie was supervisor of the census 
bureau in his congressional district in 1890, 
when the census was taken. He made a 
fine record and he brags now about the 
correct way in which he counted the people. 
He is proud of the fact that he didn’t mul- 
tiply the census returns like some of them. 
He is a good republican and has been fight- 
ing for that party for years. He will doubt- 
less support Yancey Carter for governur on 
the fusion ticket, because he and os 
have backyards which almost jut agains® 
each other. 

When Uncle Billie shook hands with his 
friends yesterday and left he said that he 
would come down again soon. He always 
liked Atlanta because it is so progressive.

NO HARMONY AMONG 
THESE MUSIGIANS 


Fifth Regiment Band, of This City, Has 
Many Discords. 


CLARIONETIST WANTED SLEEP 
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Refused To Get Out of Bed and Make 
Music for the Governor. 


UNFIT FOR SERVICE ANB WAS DISCHARGED 


Break in the Band Brings Resignations 
and More Musicians to Town. 
Ready for Nashville. 


There is no longer any harmony among 
the musicians of the Fifth Regiment band. 
It is not the fault of the instruments they 
play or the composer of the mus'c, but all 
the discord is charged to one man, who it 
is said was unwilling to lose. his early 
morning nap in order to meet the governor 
of the state of Georgia, and welcome him 
to one of the large cities of this state with 
sweet strains of music. 

However, the governor was greeted by 
the band, and the absence of the sleeping 
member was not noticed. But the truant 
musician has been fired from the organiza- 
tion, and it is said that he will not be 
wanted any more to make the governor 
feel patriotic at 4 o’clock in the morning. 

The troubles of the band began with 
their trip to Savannah when they went 
there with the Knights of Pythias at their 
gathering last summer, and the flames of 
discontent have been rising since that time 
until it has a number of members less 
than it once had and a number of perform- 
ers from: other states are on thelr way to 
Atlanta. 

They were paid by the Pythians to go to 
their arinual meeting and make the music 
for the occasion. They did so. Early on 
the morning of the second day it was an- 
nounced that the governor would arrive in 
the city, and the band was wanted to meet 
him at the depot and give him a rousing 
welcome into the Forest City. 

The musicians were aroused at the proper 
time, and they all dutifully prepared for 
the welcome. But Mr. Frank Liley, who 
plays on the clarinet, thought it was too 
early to welcome anybody, and refused to 
get up. They went without him, and “‘the 
band played on’ while the clarinettist 
slept. 

Mr. Liley’s discharge was asked for by 
Mr. McAfee, the leader. The papers were 
filled out and given to Mr. Dutton, the 
manager. He held the papers, preferring 
not to act upon them if the matter could 
be arranged; and Mr. Liley remained tem- 
porarily suspended. 

A few days ago his discharge was finally 
given him, and he was dismissed from the 
service of the state. Mr. Liley his three 
brothers who are musicians and members 
of the band. They do not like this, and 
threaten to resign. 

Mr. Charles Liley, leader of the Grand 
opera house orchestra, plays the cornet, 
Mr. Francis Liley plays the alto horn and 
Mr. Fred Liley handles the drums and other 
paraphernalia of the band which make the 
Cescriptive scenes so realistic. They form 
an important part of the organization, and 
are accomplished musicians. 

When Mr. McAfee resigned from. the 
leadership of the band, it is said that Mr. 
Charles Liley wanted the position; but in- 
stead it was given to Mr. Wedemeyer, and 
this brought about more discord. They 
have their supporters among the other 
members, and when they withdraw they 
will carry others. 

Mr. Dutton has sent for other musicians, 
who will come here and take the places of 
the rebellious members. Two clarinettists 
will come from Detroit, Mich.; Mr. H. J. 
Burns. who plays the cornet, will come 
from Savannah, and Mr. F. H. Coleman, of 
Macon, will play the big bass. 

Mr. Dutton gave the following version of 
the affair yesterday: 

“We went to Savannah and were ordered 
out carly one morning, but Mr. L ley refi se! 
to join in, after having been asked by the 
leader and the manager. We asked for his 
discharge, but delayed serving it for some 
time. He was, however, temporarily ont. 

“When the time came, and Mr. McAfee 
went to New Orleans for the summer, Mr. 
Charles Liley was placed as leader of the 
band. Mr. McAfee came back and resigned 
his position; as his duties at the dental 
college would not give him the time to 
continue them. With much _ regret, his 
resignation was accepted. 

“T called a meeting of the band to elect 
a new leader. I presided. Nominations 
were made, and after waiting some time I 
closed them, with only the name of Mr. 
Wedemeyer before them to vote on. The 
ballots were cast and he was elected. This 
aroused more disconient among the L‘ley 
brothers, as they thought that Mr. Charles 
Liley shculd have been elected the leader. 

“They began to. stir up discontent, and 
finally held a meeting with their friends. 
Mr. H. J. Miller, when he learned of the 
affair, asked for his discharge today, which 
was readily accepted. The others say they 
will resign. I hope they will, and if they 
don’t, they. will be fired anyhow at the 
next meeting. We don’t want them; they 
have always been a source of discontent 
and trouble. 

“They say they will organize another 
band, but they can’t doit. I have sent for 
other men to take their places, and they 
will be here this week. This trouble will 
not interfere with our trip to Aigner oe 
and we will carry a full band of twerty- 
five pieces with us.’’

“All I want is some old clothes,” said 
Miss Lovie Moore, one of the good Samari- 
tans in the city, to a reporter of The Con- 
stitution yesterlay morning.

The Roads Are Still Hampered by the 
_ Yellow Fever Scare. 


ONE CASE AT NOTASULGA, ALA. 


President Smith Is Advised of the Pa- 
tient’s Condition There. 


THE WESTERN 1S STILL HAULING REFUGEES 


Mr. S. H. Hardwick, of the Southern, 
Has Returned and Is Looking 
After Southern’s Interest. 


The situation among the railroads affect- 
ed by the yellow fever epidemic in Alabama 
and other states is practically unchanged. 
The prospects for better conditions are 
brightening and it is’ confidently hoped 
that frost will soon fall in Alabama and 
relieve the anxiety of the people and again 
start the wheels of industry. 

President George C. Smith, of the At- 
lanta and West Point and Western Rail- 
way of Alabama, said yeSterday that his 
advices from Alabama are to the effect 
that the nights are cooler and that the 
prospects for early frost are very good. 


. The people are anxiously awaiting the com- 


ing of Jack Frost and they believe the 
worst of the scare is now over. There is 
something of an exodus out of Montgomery 
yet, and yesterday the West Point trains 
brought in about twenty-five people from 
that city. 

Mr. Smith’s reports show that there is 
one case of yeliow fever at Notasulga, 
Ala., a station about fifty miles this side 
of Montgomery. The patient is a refugee, 
an employee of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad. The people of Notasulga 
do. not fear the spread of the disease and 
there is no panfe among them. The pa- 
tient is being well‘cared for and his con- 
dition is not serious, 

Mr, Smith has received many letters of 
thanks from the people of Montgomery 
and points along the line of the Western 
Railway of Alabama for the efforts made 
by the president of that line to establish 
a night relief train out of Montgomery so 
that the people might leave the city during 
the dangerous hours, spending the nights 
at safe places. The people are appreciative 
of the efforts made to secure a modifica- 
tion Of the quarantine regulations of Ala- 
bama and they are taking occasion to dis- 
approve of the strict orders which foreed 
citizens of Montgomery to leave the state 
if they leave the city. 

No Change with the Southern. 

There was no change in the fever situa- 
tion and conditions as they affect the 
Southern railroad yesterday. Mr. S. H. 
Hardwick, assistant general passenger 
agent of the Southern, was again at his 
desk and he made inquiries as to the con- 
dition of affairs. 

Mr. Hardwick has deen absent attending 
the convention of generai passenger agents 
at St. Louis, and he put in yesterday look- 
ing after the many matters which ac- 
cumulated during his absence. He states 
that the Southern is doing all possible to 
relieve the situation along its points and 
that the prospects far relief are improving 
daily. 

Quite a crowd went east on the Southern 
vestibuled yesterday at noon—refugees from 
Montgomery and other southwestern 
points. 

Mr. Barbour Thompson, assistant gene- 
ral superintendent of the Southern, has 
been in Alabama several days’ conferring 
with the officials of the state and with his 
road’s representatives as to the status of 
affairs in that state. Mr. Thompson is 
looking after the interests of the Southern 
and attempting .o secure a modification of 
the quarantine regulations. 

Yesterday General Superintendent W. H. 
Green. of the Southern, of Washington, 
passed through Atlanta on his way to Bir- 
mingham. He will confer with Mr, Thomp- 
son there today.

Weekly Cotton Crop Report. 


New Orleans, October 22.—According to 
Secretary Hester’s New Orleans cotton 
exchange statement, issued before the 
close of business today, the cotton crop 
movement has passed the 2,000,000 bale 
mark, now exceeding that amount by 366,000 
bales. The 2,000,000 mark was reached last 
year during the week ending October 16th, 
the year before last in the week ending 
October 23d. x 

The total movement to date is now ahead 
of that of 1894 by 261,00 bales. The tetal

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BOUGHT HEAVILY 


It Is Now Natural and Desirable There 
Should Be a Quiet Period. 


TRADE STILL FALLING OFF 


Cotton Has Suffered a Severe Deciine 
and Print Cloths Sold at Lowest 
in History of Market. 


New York, October 22.—R. G. Dun & Co.’a 
weekly review of trade will say in its issue 
of tomorrow: 


“After the heaviest buying ever known 
in many branches during September and 
the first half of October, it was both nat- 
ural and desirable that a more quiet period 
should give time for testing the size and 
temper of the retail trade and for distribu- 
ting part of the enormous quantities 
bougiut. In textile goods tie rush of orders 
went far beyond ali distributive demand in 
August, and represented great replenish- 
ment of stocks, and the similar rush for 
goods has been correspondingly great in 
Other lines during the past two months. 
In iron and steel and in boots and shoes 
there was actual danger of a speculative 
inflation of prices such as was seen in 1596, 
but it has been avoided apparently tor 
this season by the solid sense of leading 
men who regard a time of comparative 
quiet as essential to the coming and per- 
manence of prosperity in their lines. As the 
buying for replenishment is partially satis- 
fied and diminishes there is some decrease 
in the volume of transactions, though at 
the same time the working force has 
further increased, the wages of labor have 
been in numerous cases advanced and the 
foundation laid more broadly every week 
for larger buying and business hereafter. 

“The iron industry waits, because possible 
production for the year has been practical- 
ly ordered, while neither buyers nor sellers 
regard contracts at current prices for next 
year’s business as quite safe. Bessemer 
pig is a shade weaker at $10.40 and gray 
forge at $9.50 at Pittsburg, while billets are 
hard to get at any price owing to the 
stoppage of only two works of moderate 
¢ize, so much has the current demand come 
to exceed production. Sales of warrant pig 
iron at Philadelphia 25c below is not in 
fact a decline. New business in finished 
products is almost of.necessity smaller, 
since manufacturing works are nearly all 
full for months ahead. The plate mills at 
the west are so full that they could not 
compete at all for three Rockefeller vessels 
requiring 2,00 tons each. The demand for 
bars is the best for a long time, and cno- 
Srayvrts por the East river bridge, fer 
Ul rerous new buileings and railway 
bridges are still pending. The coke output 
las risen to 145,033 tons weekly, and is the 
largest known for years. Anthracite coal 
is sold at $4.15 in New York harbor, or 20c 
Leiow the circular, and conservative esti 
matse make the year’s output 40,500,000 
ters The only notewerthy fescture in 
miror metals is a sensational collapse in 
lead of 30 points, with sales of 3,000 tons. 

‘"lIhe severe decline in cctton to 6.12¢ 
from 8.25c on August 20th, is due to wide- 
spread confidence in large cstimates in 
yield. A natural consequence is the fall in 
rint cloths to the lowest point in the 
histcry of the market—2.37c. and cotton 
goods generally are easy with limited sales 
of staples. 

‘“‘All woolen goods are firm, but there 
is no new business of note for spring out- 
side of dress goods. 

“Sales of wool have sharply cecreased 
ugain at Boston, amounting to only 3.043,00 
pounds, against over 13,000.90 pounds the 
last week in September, and the week there 
was the dullest since January 7th. Some 
Saree offerirgs were made to realize profits 
before prices fell, but quotations are made 
un®ianged because, even at decling, 
buvers were not disnosed to take hol. 

“The produce market acted with as jittle 
apparent reasons as usual. Althourh At- 
lantic exports of wheat.were 3,576,607 
bushels. flour included, and for three weeks 
of October 10,089,088 bushels, against 7.742.214 
last year with western receipts not halfa 
mill'on bushels larger, the price advanced 
216¢.

While quarantine reg- 
wlations: have heen ra'tsed in Teras and 
modified in Lovisiana, business throuchont 
mest of the gulf states is most practically 
at a standstill. Almost all the larger east- 
ern cities report a decreased movement of 
merchandise and a tendency of collections 
to fall away—notablv Baltimore, owing to 
its southern connections. 

“Thre industrial situation continues to 
furnish emplovment to as many persons as 
nt any preceding period this year and at 
hieher wages. 

“Production of tron. steel, machinery, 
stoves. car structural work, glass and 
woolen goods continues heavy. Steel mills 
have orders to carry them into 1898, and 
decline contraets for next vear’s delivery. 
Thsi explains the advance in the price of 
Bessemer pig iron. while the foundry 
grades remain wnchanged. The extraordin- 
arily haevy and steadily increasing produc- 
tion of tron 's starting up furnaces long out 
of blast. and, although consumption Is 
heavy, it is not improbable that production 
may outrun it in the near future. which 
corstitutes an ‘unfavorable point in the out- 
look.

FLURRY IN WHEAT 


English Cables Wore a Great Surprise 
to the Trade. 


CAUSED A SHARP ADVANCE 


Corn Was Helped 1 1-8c by Wheat’s 
Advance, Oats Are 3-4c Higher, 
Provisions 2 1-2c Higher. 


Chicago, October 22.—Sensationl ad- 
vances marked today’s session ‘u wheat, 
December closing 5c higher and May at a 
%c advance. Fhe advance whieh was at- 
tended by the heaviest trading in several 
weeks, was caused principally by the huse 
export engagements. The sensational re- 
ports as to the drought condition east of the 
Misissippi cut ne smal] figure in the ad- 
vance. Corn was also higher and advancea 
1%c helped by wheat and good shipping ¢e- 
mand. Oats advanced %c and’ provisions 
closed 2%c higher tor lard to lie higher 
for pork. 

Wheat traders were surprised at 
opening at the firmness of Liverpool, that 
market showing 4%@%d advance when the 
trading opened here, notwithstanding yes- 
terday’s weakness. The result of the unex- 
pected strength abroad was a firm openings 
here, and an immediate advance brought it 
within a small fraction of the highest price 
of yesterday. December, which closed yes- 
terday at 9lic, started at 2%@9%c and 
advanced te 92%c, while May, which was 
perhaps the most active of the two options, 
opened %c higher at 90%c ana advancec to 
gic. Buying orders for May wheat from the 
United Kingdom were in the hands of sev- 
eral commission houses in Chicago at the 
opening, and their execution in the pit 
caused a further lessening of the premium 
at which December is selling over May. 
What are styled in the provision trade 
here, the “English houses’ had a good 
share of those buying orders for May 
wheat. Very early in the session New York 
wired that twenty-five boat loads had been 
taken for export, and claims were made a 
little later in the day that 1,000,000 bushels 
had been sold. Strong cables were not the 
only factor in the early strength. Reporis 
from the winter wheat districts east of the 
Mississippi showed a decidedly gloomy, not 
to say sensational state: of affairs on ac- 
count of the drought. The falling off in the 
domestic receipts also attracted attention. 
Chicago got 144 cars, agaifist 244 a jear ago. 
Minneapolis and Duluth reported 852 car- 
loads compared with 1,072 a week ago and 
1,227 the corresponding day of the year be- 
fore. Total receipts at the western primary 
markets were 1,040,000 bushels, against 1,131,- 
000 bushels a year ago. Later in the session 
there was a brief period of reaction. There 
was some disappointment at the compara- 
tive weakness in the Paris market, the con- 
sequence being that December, which had 
meanwhile advanced to $25 c, declined to 
92%c, while May eased off from 915% to 914¢c. 
The reaction lasted only a few minutes and 
was succeeded by a brisker demand than at 
any period of the day. Although it could 
not be ascertained with any degree of ac- 
curacy whether the sales of wheat made at 
New York for export were 1,000,000, as some 
claimed, or only forty boatloads—230,000 
bushels—according to other reports it was 
not doubted by any that the export demand 
was good and, fortified with that convic- 
tion, all the old local bulls took a hand 
ir. the buying.

The shipping inquiry was again good, 
which was one reason for shorts being 
anxious to cover, and the extraordinary 
strength of wheat did the rest. Clearances 
were 494,000 bushels. Receipts were posted 
at 0 cars CableS were %@\4d higher. De- 
cember ranged from 26%@26%c to 25%c, clos- 
ing at the top figures, an advance of 1@1c. 

Oats were firm and higher. The advance 
was in sympathy with wheat and corn and 
on better general buying. Light offerings 
also had a good deal to do with helping the 
price. The export demand was good, about 
300,000 bushels being sold here for that 
purpose. Receipts were 215 cars. December 
ranged from 18%@18% to 18%c and closed

In provisionsR reports that frost had oec- 
curred in the yellow fever district last 
night helped to make a strong market.

Men on Co-Education 
The women of the State Federation cf 
Georgia have not as yet decided upon the 
member of the legislaturs who will pre- 
sent their petition asking for co-education 
in the university, but certain it is the man 
who nay be choSen for that honor will 
have before him the opportunity to make 
the state capitol resound with eloquence. 
|He will have as inspiration the enthu- 
siastic support of the most brilliant women 
in the state. There has never been a time 
in Georgia's policical histery when women 
| were mere deeply intereSted in a matter 
Fgpon which the legislature would act, and 
| this very fact should further promote favor 
,for the rights and privileges they appeal 
for. 
| Among the strongest expressions on co- 
‘ education yet advanced by men is an article 
| from the pen of Hon. Lawton Evans, of 


| Augusta, Ga., @ Man regarded as among: 


the foremost educators of the south. 

After distinguishing the differences of 
the colleges and the university, he says: 

“We deserve in Georgia a university dl- 
vorced entirely from any college complica- 
tions, removed from competition with the 
denominational schools, offering only uni- 

versity degrees, and open alike to all the 
citizens of the state, male and female. The 
| state ought to liberally petronize such an 
. institution. It should have 500 students, and 
if the course be made elective, and of very 
high grade, and if the public have faith 
| in the firm discipline of the administration, 
‘and if the doors be opened to the young 
men and of the young women of Georgia 
alike, I have confidence in an easy en- 
| rollment of strict university students. 

' “] believe in the following propositions: 

“) A girl’s mind is as good as a boy's. 

I have seen many schoolrooms in my days, 

from kindergarten to college, and have 
/geen boys and girls studying and reciting 

side by side from six to twenty years of 
|} age and beyond, and all the way from ai- 
| phabet to calculus and beyond, and I have 
' yet to hear it said that the girls were 
' not equal to the task. 
“2. A girl’s body is as strong as a boy’s. 
| I do not mean muscular power, but in the 
quality of endurance. A healthy, normal, 
| properly pressed young woman can stand 
as much intellectual work without bodily 
| derangement as a young man can, 

“Every young woman in Georgia who is 
'in good health knows that there is not a 
|} day in the year when she would be phy- 

sically disqualified by reason of_her sex 
from doing the same _ intellectual work as 

a young man. Argument to the contrary 
is ignorance of facts. 

' “fhe fault, if there is any, is not with 

the higher education, but with the tight 

waist, the heavy hip supported skirt, the 
trailing robe. Girls in college do not dress 
so sensibly as boys, nor do they exercise 
so much, hence they do not develop their 
full power of endurance. Take a college 
boy and squeeze him into a corset, suspend 
several pounds to his hips, and let him 
‘take a short walk’ every afternoon and 
the would die in his ‘soph’ year. Give the 
young woman the same looseness of dress 
and vigor of muscular exercise as the 
young man has and she will show the stay- 
‘ing qualities of the thoroughbred. It is 
'the corset and not the caluculus that 
| kills. 

3. While @ woman’s sphere may be dif- 

ferent from that of a man’s, it is as big 
and requires as much sense to fill. Not 
|the same kind of sense, maybe, but in the 
'same degree. The education gained in a 
university is partly practical, but in larger 
part is ethical and cultural. The more lib- 
eral the education, the firmer the character, 
the broader the mind, the stronger the 
forces that contend with the problems of 
life. A woman needs this broadening and 
deepening power because she has a home 
to keep, to adorn, to dignify—she has chil- 
dren to raise and character to make. Like 
mother, like son. Great fathers of great 
sons are scarce, but great mothers are as 
numerous as their great sons. If mother- 
hood be the destiny of all, the intellectual 
preparation of this responsibility cannot be 
|too grave, certainly not less than for the 
irresponsibility of fatherhood. 
“4. Young women are citizens of Georgia, 
land as such are entitled to the higher in- 
stitutions of learnings, and the marvel to 
me is that they have stood it so long. Why 
has not some brave girl stood up in her 
wrath before the state legislature and 
asked the burning question: ‘Why refuse 
|me your state university? What authority 
(in law or justice have you for denying 
me an education as hagh as I can take? 
Suppose I am a woman. What of it? I 
am ready to go and you have no right to 
say to me, Nay.’ 

“The question will be argued mainly in 
its social aspects. Can young men and 
/young women be trusted away from home 
|to attend the same school, recfte in. the 
same rooms, and meet socially in the even- 
ings? Is there danger of demoralization? 
I think not. I have an abiding confidence 
in the character of our Georgia girls and 
the chivalry of our Georgia boys. The 
class of young women who desire a uni: 
versity course are not of the frivolous 
sort. They would attend school at too 
ifreat a sacrifice to trifle. I do not be- 
, lieve that every boy or girl should go to the 
University, for net every one wil! take ad- 
‘vantage of the opportunities offered by the 
university. I Ao believe, however, that 
more young women will lead a studious 
and well-behaved life than young men. 

“So far as essociation is coneerned, do 
they not associate in family life, in the 
social life cf the day, and is it not a nat- 
ural thing to do? Are young men and 
young womefi in the great schocis of the 
north and west, and the wniversitics of the 
\0ld world any better than our young men 
and young women? Ys Georgia forever to 
lag behind the world in the matter of edu- 
Catioral sentiment? Are we forever to be 
old fogy and antiquated?) Can we never 
think along advanced lines and cease to 
be the butt and jest of the nation? For 
one, J] am tired of having cur state pat- 
ronized by the profession, and am weary 
of apologizing for some of our ancient 
practices. I know we are doing our part 
financially, and I honor the people for it. 
ibut we need an uplift in educational 
thought and an advance in educational 
ideas in Georgia, and we need “%t badly. 
So far as this particular question of ad- 
mitting young women to the university {fs 
jconecerred, there should be but one 
Opinion, and the men of the state should 
ureover their heads and say, ‘Welcome, 
young women: we apologize for this 
thoughtless delay. Why did you not men- 

it sooner?”

“Her second son, after his election as 
king of Greece, married a Russ.an grand 
duchess. With one grandson on. the Rus- 
sian throne and another, the duke of York, 
destined to reign in England, and with two 
other grandsons heirs to the crowns of 
Denmark and Greece, Queen Louise may 
be described as the grandmother of feur 
emperors and kings. 

‘““Two other marriages this adroit match- 
maker has arranged. Her third son, Prince 
Waldemar, married Princess Marie d’Or- 
leans, daughter of the due de Chartres, 
ad her third daughter became the wife of 
the duke of Cumberland, a great-grandson 
of George III of England, who might have 
been king of England if Queen Victoria 
had died in her girlhood. 

“These were marriages which brought 
great fortunes in the Danish family, for the 
Orleans princess was an heiress and the 
duke of Cumberland was also rich. 

“Queen Louise, having married off all 
her children with marked success, has be- 
gun to arrange a new series of alliances 
for her grandchildren. Her theory has 
been that the reigning house of a feeble 
country like Denmark can be converted 
into a center of influence in Europe. by dis- 
creet, but ambitious marriages. She acted 
upon this principle when she advised her 
grandson, the crown prince of Greece, to 
marry a sister of the German emperor. 

“The queen is not only a matchmaker, 
but also a woman of great force of charac- 
ter and a good ind. Her influence has been 
felt in the family couneils throughout Eu- 
rope. The late czar and the present em- 
peror of Russia have attached great weight 
to her advice. Copenhagen has been the 
capital where for two generations the Rus- 
sian imperial family have been frequent 
visitors and have thrown off the cares of

“In September Queen Louise's eightieth 


birthday was celebrated by a reunion of her 
descendants and relations in Copenhagen. 
It was a large family party from many 
courts of Europe, and she received the con- 
gratulations of nearly all the sovereigns 
on the continent.”

Regardless of relative means 
or income, each one will try to outdo 
the other in the elegant details of her 
entertainment. While the rivalry of making 
salad may develop knowledge of the useful 
culinary art, the results of continued salads 
are scarcely as conducive to permanent 
good cheer and pleasure as would be the 
result if these same. women were contest- 
ing with one another as to which could 
herself cultivate the most successful gar- 
den of roses, sweet peas or chrysanthe- 
mums in season.

She peronally superintends the 
care and cultivation of her own flowers, 
and with the exception of the florists, has 
the most complete collection of choice roses 
in the city. i? 

During the season of the sweet blossom 
she was happy in the beauty of the vines, 
and with her little grandchildren, , every 
day plucked thousands of the delicate 
blossoms. 

At Stone Mountain, the country home 
of the Venable family, Miss Elizabeth 
Venable personally superintends the care 
of a garden of lovely flowers. She especial- 
ly cultivated all the old-fashioned blossoms, 
and was exceedingly proud of her roses, 
many of them in their beauty and sweet- 
ness suggesting their fair young owner. 

Both at her country home, Clairmont, 
and@her Peachtree residence, Mrs. Robert 
Ridley takes great interest in her green- 
house and conservatory. She has a num- 
ber of beautiful palms, roses and carna- 
tions that afford her great pleasure in 
their season. 

Her tulips are always the first to an- 
nounce the approach of spring and the 
sweet peas appear in great abundance la- 
ter. Mrs. Livingston Mims, with her love 
for the beautiful and artistic, imparts that 
taste in the cultivation of her gardens. 
Not alone has she the loveliest of roses, 
the care of which gives her great pleasure, 
but a rare collection of palms and many 
tropical plants of similarly luxurious foll- 
age. 

At present Mrs. Joseph Thompson is rev- 
eling in the floral beauty of her country 
home at Brookwood. She has: been deeply 
interested in the cultivation of the chrys- 
anthemum, and to her interest may be 
attributed the unusual beauty of the flower 
as seen in her greenhouse.

Office Commissioners of Roads and Rev- 
enues, Fulton County, Ga., Atlanta, Ga., 
September 1, 1897.—It is ordered that there 
be collected by the tax eolleetor for Fulton 
county, or his suecessor in office, the fol- 
lowing tax for county purposes for the fis- 
cal year 1897, towit: To build and repair

AGENT DAHLGREN 


TALKS OF THE CAMP 


Says Camp Fontainebleau Is Not Such a 
Bad Place After All. 


THE SANITATION IS PERFECT 


Physicians and Trained Nurses Give 
All the Attention Necessary. 


TELLS ABOUT THE CAMP REGULATIONS 


All Real and Suspected Cases of Fe- 
ver Are Kept Thoroughly Iso- 
lated from Everybody. 


Mr. A. M. Dahigren, collector of customs 
district of Pear} River, and special disburs- 
ing agent United States marine hospital 
service, has returned from Camp Fontaine- 
bieau, where he has been for several days 
looking after tthe disbursements of the 
camp and giving his attention to an exam- 
ination into the condition of the patients 
who are detained there on aceount of their 
contact with the yellow fever plague, 

Mr. Dahlgren will return to Camp Fon- 
tainebleau in a few days, having found it 
necessary to visit Atlanta in order to make 
the proper arrangements for supplies which 
are to be used at the camp. 

“The public Qoubtlcss has a wrong idea 
about the detention egmp,"” said Mr. Dahl- 
gren yesterday. ‘“‘Most people believe that 
when a person is sent to a yellow fever 
detention camp that they must beard the 
lion in his den and become a guest of the 
epidemic. This is entirely erroneous and 
is an impression that should not be allowed 
to remain on the public mind. 

‘“Kontainebleau, Wiss., is about seven 
miles east of Ocean Springs; and is beau- 
tifully situated on a level, well-drained 
piain of several hundred acres, paruy 
cleared and partly shaded with pine trees. 
This place was determined upon by 5ur- 
geon General Waiter Wyman upon consul- 
tation with that veteran, Surgeon R. D. 
Murray, the hero of several epidemics, on 
account of its convenience to the railroads, 
its seclusiveneéss, its extent and its health- 
fulness, and so well executed were the plans 
of Surgeon General Wyman, assisted by 
Surgeon R. D. Murray, Past Assistant 
Surgeon J. H. White and Steward T. W. 
Richardson, that within eleven days from 
the time this location was decided on the 
camp outfit was brought from the govern- 
ment supply depot at Waynesville, Ga.. anal 
200 tents put up and lumber brought from 
Mobile and other points-and four immense 
buildings for dining rooms and kitchen 
erected, besides a depot and fumigating 
house, storerooms, platforms, outhouses, 
etc.. and everything ready to receive Ww 
people comfortably, all in eleven days. On 
very short notice Surgeon White could put 
up 100 more tents and accommodate 1,200 
people. I will state there are twelve dining 
tables, each eighty-five feet long; two im- 
mense cooking ranges, steam cooking appa- 
ratus of the best and latest improvement, 
and the finest huge coffee dripper to be 
seen anywhere. 

“Mr. Charles Marshall, 
intendent of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, deserves the credit for having ac- 
complished the feat of landing all these big 
ranges and steam cooking apparatus from 
Cincinnati to this place in 
hours, besides rendering valuable assistance 
to the marine hospital service in its effort 
in behalf of the yellow fever sufferers. 
He has also established a regular ticket of- 
fice here, with Mr. Gr 1Y son in charge 

“Camp Fontainebleau {s ander the imme- 
diate charge of Past Assistant Surgeuon 
J. H. White, who is always as busy as a 
general on a battle field just before an en- 
gagement; he is seen everywhere and at all 
hours and persenally supervises everything. 
He is assisted by Surge: ons R. M. Geddings, 
who has charge of Intermedi en camp, or 
suspect hospital; Surgeon M. T. Gaines, who 
has charge of the main yellow fever hos- 
pital, and Surgeon H. Shannon, who is the 
main camp physician, all thorough and ac- 
complished physicians and ever on the alert. 
The stewards for the camp, whom no well 
regulated camp can do without, are as good 
and attentive and as careful of, the com- 
forts of all who come here as any who ever 
presided over the supplies of any camp or 
hospitalities of a home; they are Messrs. 
T. W. Richardson, James Cragg and F. T. 
Goodman. The meals are well cooked, sub- 
stantial and varied and the water is un- 
surpassed anywhere. The health of the 
camp is proven by the fact that out of 160 
children who have been here in the past ten 
days, there has not been a single case of 
sickness among them, 

“The tents are provided with four woven 
wire cots, and only four persons are put in 
one tent, each to a bed; the tents are all 
floored with dressed wood flooring; the 
mattresses are of the best moss, clean 
sheets, good, warm blankets and soft pil- 
lows, and each bed has a good, new mos- 
quito bar. 

“The fumigating plant here ts a perfect 
affair, doing its work without leaving any 
odor, and without discoloring or injuring 
the most delicate fabric or daintiest flower. 
There is a telegraph and postoffice here 
also. 

“T am authorized to state to the public 
that this ample and perfectly equipped 
camp, established by the United States 
government. under control of the United 
States marine hospital service, is open to 
all from everywhere who desire to take aa- 
vantage of it. and get out of the way of 

vellow fever and there by lessen the chances 
of an e} pidemi c

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‘HERE 5 A KLONDIKE 
POR THE COUNTY 


Accountent Malone Finds Many Thousands 
of Taxes Unpaid. 


THE WORK IS NOW HALF DONE 


Vast Amount of Property Has Never 
Been Returned by Owners, 


AND CITY'S VALUATION IS MUCH GREATER 


When the Investigation of the Tax Di- 
gest Is Completed Some Startling 
Figures Will Be Shown. 


Mr. Thomas J. Malone has struck a 
veritable Klondike for Fulton county in the 
investigations which he is making of the 
tax digest under the direction of the board 
of county commissioners. As the investi- 
gation proceeds, the figures showing the 
defaulting HMst correspondingly grow, and 
it is thought that more than $60,000 due the 
county has never been’ returned. This 
amount is the money due the county, and 
does not represent the amount of the tax- 
able property. 

Mr. Malone was selected by the county 
commissioners several weeks ago, and was 
instructed to check over the tax digest and 
ascertain, as far as possible,ethe amount 
of tax payers who had defaulted in making 
returns. The work thus far has reached 
the letter P, and it has been demonstrated 
that many thousands of dollars have never 
found their way into the treasury of tine 
county. 

In the city districts alone there is a 
very large amount of property that is not 
returned, and in but few cases are polls on 
the books. In the country districts lists 
have been furnished by the justices of the 
peace, and a glance at the lists of property 
owners, and the tax digest shows that but 
few of the names appearing on the lists 
appear on the digest. 

One of the most interesting features of 
the report that Mr. Malone will make the 
board of commissioners ts the showing of 
the great decrease in property as it reaches 
the county books as compared with the 
assessment shown by the books of the 
city. In some instances the property as- 
sessed by the city is returned to the state 
and county at a decr@ase of two-thirds. 
There are many amoufRts returned to the 
State and county at just one-half the 
amount in which it is assessed by the city. 
This comparative statement is being made 
out in detail, and will show some exceed- 
ingly interesting figures. 

The work on the investigation 
quire much longer time than was at first 
anticipated by the commissioners, and it 
was never dreamed at the time Mr. Malone 
was appointed to do this work that any 
such results would be reached. 

Mr. Malone was only instructed to check 
over the book for this year, and unless 
the board authorizes him to continue the 
investigation for other ,ears, his work wiil 
be complete when he has checked _ the 
digest for the present year. It is quite 
probable, however, that the board, seeing 
the vast amount of money which is due 
the county, and which has not been re- 
ceived because the returns were not made, 
will authorize Mr. Maione to take up the 
Scveral years’ books and go entirely 
thrvuugh the work. 

As matters now stand, it is impossible for 
Tax Collector Stewart to collect the 
amounts which are du@ yet which are not 
or tne digest. He receives the digest from 
the tax receiver's ottice and has nothing 
but the digest for a gu.de. Mr. Stewart 1s 
co-operating with Mr. Malone in the work, 
and is aiding him in securing information 
about the tax payers.

A. Syndicate To Purchase Klondyke 
Claims. 


Late advices from London confirm ru- 
mors that have heretofore reacned this 
side of the Atlantic that a financially puow- 
eriul sy ndicate is in process of formution 
in Hngiand, France and Germany to buy 
all the paying claims of miners in the 
Kloncyke region.
